E Strange were the Adventures of Chriſtopher Colum- 
bus,vwho diſcovered a New World in the laſt Age, which 
is now called America; He was born at Nerv in the 
Seigniory of Genoa, who being a man of excellent A- 
bilittes; and born to undertake great matters, could 
not perſivade himſelf, but that, confidering the Mo- 
tion of rhe Sun, there muſt n-eds be another World 
ro which that Glorious Platiet did 1mpart both his 
Life, and Heat, when he went from us; This World 
he purpoſed to ſeek afrer, and 1n 1485 he diſcovered 
Ilys Defign to rhe Stare of Genoa, who rejefting his 
Propoſals, he ſent his Brother Bartholomew to King 
Henry the ſeventh of England, who in his Voyage h1- 
ther unhappily fell into the hands of Pyrates, by whom 
he was long kept Priſoner, but havingar laſt obtained þ 
ms Liberty, he repaired to the Court of England, 
where he found ſuch cheerful entertainment at the 
hands of that King, that Chriſtopher Columbus was ſent 
for to come tliither alſo 3' But Chriſtopher not know- 
ing of his Brothers Impriſonment, and nor 
from him, conceived the-offer of his ſervice to have 
been negleted , and thereupon made his defires 
known at the Court of Caftile, where after many de- 
lays, and fix years attendance upon the buſineſs, he 
was at laſt furniſhed with three ſhips only, and thoſe 
not-for Conqueſt but Diſcovery. 

With this ſmall ſtrength he failed on the Ocean 
ſhxzty dayes, and yet could fee no land, fo that the.

and moſt Fortunate Advancer of the Spaniſh Monar- 


chy, though 1n his life-time fo envied and maligned 


by moſt of the Spaniards, that Bobadilia being ſenr

Nor did they only endeavour to deprive him of the

Ing to venture all his Credit bothin Friends and Mo- 
ney, he furniſhed himſelf with eleven Ships, and with 
550 Men, fer fail from Spain, and arrived at the. 
Iand of Santa Cruce, and failing up the River Tabaſco 
ſacked the Town of Pontoncon, the Inhabitants. refu- 
ſing to ſell him Viauals ; After this, by the help of 
tits Horſe and Ordinance, he diſcomfited forty Thou- 
fand of the naked Indians, who were gathered roge- 
ther to- revenge themſelves for the: plundering their 
Town 3 he then reccived the King thereof in Vallal- 
lige to the Crown of S9ain.

only a Man, but a King, and a King of ſuch mighty 
Grandeur and Renown ; but becauſe his undaunted 
Confſtancy baffled their inhuman Cruelties.they after- 
ward hanged him for Couragiouſly attemping by Arms 
ro deliver himſelf from his long Captivity and miſera- 
ble ſubjeRion 3- and thus-he ended his wretched life. 
Wonderful even to Amazement was the Magnificence 
of rhe famous Cities of Cuſco, and Mexico, and ad- 
mirable the Curiofities of this King, who had all 
the Trees, Fruits, Herbs, Plants according to their 
Order and full bigneſs in the Garden, moſt Artifici- 
ally framed 1n Gold ; He had likewiſe in his Cabinet 
all che Living Creatures that his Countrey or hw 
Seas produced caſt in Gold, befides abundance of 
exquiſite Works in Precious Stones, Feathers, Cot- 
ton, and Painting. After a ſtege of three Moneths 
' Mexico was Taken, Plundered and Burnt, Aug. 13. 
1521. but afterward rebuilt more beautifully than 
before, and thus fell this mighty Kingdom into the 
hands of the Spaniards, by the Valour and good For- 
rane-of Cortzz a privite Adventurer, who was rewar- 
d-d for that Service by Charles the fifth, with many 
fiir Eſtates in the Province of Mexico, and dignified 
with the Title of Marqueſs de Valla. Montaignt's 
Eſſiys, Lib.

TV. Francis Pizarro, a Perſon of mean Birth, but 
of an Adventurous Nature 3 ſubdued the moſt Po- 
rent and Flouriſhing Kingdom of Peru 1n America, 
and made'it a Member of the Spanih Empire. He 
was born in a Village in N2varre, and by the. poor 
Whore his Mother laid in the Church-Porch, and (6 
left ro Divine Providence, by whoſe diretion (there 
b-ing none found that would give him the Breaſt) 
he was nouriſhed by ſeveral dayes by ſucking A. a” 
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Sow ;, At laſt one Gonſales a Souldier acknowledged 
him for his Son, put him to Nurſe, and when he 
was ſomewhat grown ſer him to keep his Swine, 
ſome of which being ſtrayed, the Boy durſt not for 
fear return home, bur berook himſelf ro his heels, 
ran to Sevil, and there ſhipped himſelf for America 3 
where by ſeveral Adventures growing rich, he Afo- 
ciated himſelf with Dizeo d: Almagro and Fernando Lu- 
ques a rich Prieſt who betwixt them raiſed 220 Soul- 
diers, and in 1525 went to ſeek their Fortunes on 
thoſe Southern Seas, which Balboa had before diſco- 
vered ; After divers repulſes at his Landing, and 
ſome hardſhip which.he had endured ; Pizarro at laſt 
happened to take ſome of the Inhabitants of Pery 
Priſoners,of whom he learnt the wealth of the Coun- 
trey, and thereupon returning to Spain, he obtained 


| that Kings Commiſhon for the Conqueſt of ir, ex- 


cluding h1s Companions out of the Patent, but taking 
in Almagro of his own accord 3 Thus furniſhed, he 
Landed in Peru again, at ſuch teme as the Wars 
grew hot berwixt two Brethren for the Kingdom, 
and taking part with the Faftion of Guaſcay the elder 
Brother, he marched againſt Atabaliba the younger, 
whom he met with in the Plains of Caxamala, where 
he had appointed an Enterveiew upon pretence of 

Friendſhip to parley with the King. | 
Atabaliba came with Twenty five Thouſand un- 
armed Men in Oftentation of his greatneſs, and with- 
out any defign of making reſiſtance, of which this 
treacherous Pizarro, _ the advantage, - picked 
a quarrel with him, and ſuddenly tonns po. him 
with his Horſe, * and Ordnance, ſlaying his Guard 
withour reſiſtance, and coming neer the Kings Per- 

ſon, who was carried upon' mens Shoulders u 
Rafters or Beams of Maſly Gold, in a Chair of State 
alſo all of Gold, they killed ſeveral of the Bearers to 
make him fall, endeavouring to rake him alive, but 
as ſoon as .one of them fell another preſently ſucceed- 
ed in his place, fo that he could never be __ 
: own 
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down, or made to fall what ſlaughter ſoever was 


made of theſe People till a Horſeman furiouſly rid . 


up, and taking him by his Clothes pulled him down, 
..and took him Priſoner 3 They took as much Gofd 
with him as amounted to fourſcore. Thouſand Caſt:/- 
lans, and as much Silver as amounted to ſeven 
Thouſand Marks of his Houſhold Plate, every Mark 
weighing eight Ounces, and in the foyl of Caramalz 
they found almoſt infinite Riches. The wretched 


King they ſet at fo exceſhive a ranſom as ex- + 


excecdeth all belief, which though he truly paid, 
and though by his Converſation he had 'given apþa- 
rent Signs of a great and undaunted Soul, and of a 
generous and ' ingenious Mind, yer theſe infolent 


-  —_— having exacted from him an. Houſe 
pil 


upon all fideswith Gold and Silver; amountin 
to a Million th-ee hundred Twenty five thouſand an 
five Hundred pound weight in Gold, befides the fil- 
ver and other precious things which came to as much 
more, {o that even their Horſes were ſhod with 
Maſly Gold ; - yet they Villainoutly and Traiterouſly 
contrived a falſe Accufation againſt him, pretending 


that he deſigned to raiſe his Subje&s againſt them. 


for procuring his Liberty, upon which they condem- 
ned him to be plblickly hanged and ſtrangled, hav- 
ing firſt made him to be baptized as he went to Ex- 
ecution, thereby to prevent the Torment of being 


burned alive, wherewith rhey threatned him ; He 


took his Death patiently, and with a Royal Gravity 
and undiſmayed Conſtancy , without the leaſt diſ- 

ure either 1n Words or Countenance. The 
Treaſures here gotten were-ſo great, that beſides rhe. 
fifth part which Pizarro ſent to the Emperour, and 
that which Pizarro, and his Brethren kept to cthem- 
felves, every Footman had 75 Thoufand 200 Duckets, 
and every Horſeman *rwice as much for their part 
of the Spoil, beſide what they had gotten. in way- of 
Plunder ; Burt Vengeance perſued theſe horrid Mur- 


therers (though the Spaniards put many fair pretences. 
upon - 


, 
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upon their Aftions) few of the greateſt undertakers 
ing to the Grave 1n e, for all that were con- 
qming or acceſlary to the death of this came to 
wretched ends, but eſpecially his four Brethren, Fer- 
dinand, Gonſal, John, Martig of ABantarg, -and Dizgo 
of Almagro, who as they were principal in the Adtt= 
ons ſo were. they in-the puniſhment 3 and firſt Zohn 
Pizarro was ſurprized in the City of Cuſco, and (lain- 
by ſome of King Atgbaliba's Souldiers; then there 
happened ſuch differences berween Francis Pizarro 
and Almagro, that after they had . waſted this rich 
Countrey of Peru; and divided the Spoil among

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Thus have we ſeen the deplorable Ends of Two 
of the moſt mighty and glorious Monarchs of this 
New World, and peradventure of all our Weſtern 
parts, who were _ over ſo many Kingdoms 3 
And theſe are the curſed Fruits of Covetouſneſs and 
Ambition, for which ſo many goodly Cities were 
ruined and deſtroyed, ſo many Nations made deſo- 
late, ſuch infinite Millions of harmlefs innocent Peo-

They likewiſe de- 
fired them to give them ſome ViRuals to eat, and 
ſome Gold wherewith to make certain Phyſical Ex- 
periments 3 They- alſo declared ro them, That they 
ought to believe in one God, and to embrace the Catholick 
Religion, adding withall ſome Threats thereunto 3 
The Indians having patiently heard them, one of 
them returned this Ingemous anſwer. 

That poſſbly they might be quiet and well meaning P eo- 
ple, though their Countenances ſhewed them to be amy” 
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' And as for thiir King, ſince bt ſeemed to beg, he appear- 


ed to be poor and needy ; And for the Pope who had made 
that diſtribution, bz ſeemed to be a man who loved _—— 
and difſention, in going about to give that to a third man 


. whith was none of his own, and ſo to make it queſtionable 


and raiſe quarrels among the ancient Poſſeſſors thereof 3 As 
for Vittuals they (hould have part of their flore; and for 
God they '11d but little, and that it was a thing they very 
litt'4 valued as being utterly unprofit able for the ſervice of 
theiv lives, whereas all thtir care was to paſs their time 
happily and pleaſantly, and therefore what quantity ſozver 
they (hould find of it, except what was employed in the ſer- 
vice of thiir Gods they (hould freely take it ; As touching 
one only God, .the diſcourſe of bim had very well pleaſid 
them, but they were reſolved by no means to change their 
Religion, in which they bad ſo long time lived ſo bappily ; 
neither indeed did they uſe to take advice or Counſel but 
from their Freinds and Acquaintance ; As concerning their 
high words, it was a ſign of great want of Fudgment to 
threaten thoſe, whoſe nature, condition, firength and 
wer was utterly unknown to them ; And that therefore 
they ſhould with all ſpetd baſten out of their Countrey and 
Dominions, ſince they were uſtd to ut, in good part the” 
bindneſſes and diſcourſes of Strangers, but if they did not 
ſuddenly depart, they would deal withthem as they had done 
with ſome others; ſhewing them the Heads of divers 
Perſons lately executed, ſticking upon Stakes about 
their City.

V, John Cabot ſucceeded Colwmbus 1n this Countrey, 
who on the behalf of King Henry the ſeventifof Eng- 
land diſcovered all the North-Eaſt Coaſts of America, 
from the Cape of Florida in the South, to New-found- 
"2d in the North, cauſing the American Royolers or 
petty Kings to rurn Homagers, and ſwear Allegiance 
to the Kingand Crown of England.

Ice, he turned back again, Sailing 
down by the Coaſt of that Land towards the E- 
quino&tial, which he called Batalaos, from the num- 
ber of Fiſhes found in that Sea like Tunnies, 
which the Inhabitants call Bacalaos. Afterward he 
Sailed along the Coaſts to 38 Degrees, and Pro- 
viſions failing he returned into England, and was 
made Grand Pilot of England by King Edward the 
fixth, withthe allowance of a large Penfion of 165 
pound 13 flvllings four pence a year.

It = CE not let me tſhp out of his 
. hands, but paid the Money, and led me to a Houſe 
ol next the Grand Moſque or Church of the City, necr 
a8 the Kings Palace ; My loving Lady having employed 
a this Fellow ro buy me for her Service, became very 
16} devour after my coming to that place, ſeldom mifling 
af a day without coming to her Devotions at the Moi- 
quette, from whence there was a Paſſage into my 
Lodgings. By this frequent and'conſtant attendance 
at Publick Prayer, ſhe purchaſed a great eſteem with 
the People, and a favour with her Husband, and ever 
afrer ſhe was counted a Saint, I continued her Slave 
about rwo years, umploying my ſelf in tome Slaviſh 
work, but not above meaſure, to that I had opportu- 
nity to view the City of Argiers, and took ſpecial no- 
tice of many remarkable particulars, 

It is a City not ſo large as populous, Fortified by 
Art and Nature, the Walls are {ixty foot high, and 
in ſome places 950 or 803 Built with ſquare Stones 
mm or Flints about 12 foot broad ; Ir 1s not above a Mile 
ing { round : On the Eaſt-fide, on the rop of an high Hill 
mil] ſtands a ſtrong Citadel, very well Fortified, builr at 
, I firſtby the Spaniards, having 40 or 50 Pieces of Ord- 
meY nance, and Garnſoned by 300 R does. Ano- 
ther Caſtle ſomewhar leſs on the Weſt overlooks the 
Town ; There 1s a very — Mold un the ws 
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bour, able to contain above 200 ſhips 3 upon which 
ſtands a ſtrong Fort threatning deſtruQion to all Aſ- 
faillagts Three Tyer of Guns being planted jn it, the 
lowef$js level with the water ; The Mold 1s ſo crooked 
that no'ſhips can come jn with full fail without turn- 
2ng 3 ſo that it is very difficult to break the Chain, 
and enter by force ; This Neſt of Pyrates are very 
well prepared againſt the atremprs of an enemy, none 
can hardly do them any injury either by Land or Sea, 
ſo thar they retreat hither like wild- Beaſts to their 
Dens, to enjoy they Thefts and Prey ; The Town is 
built on a Rock hard to be undermined. The Em- 
ror Charles the 5th. atrempted to drive them out 
of their neſts, but in vain, though he came with a 
Navy by Sea, and a puiſlant Army by Land to be- 
ſiege the Town ; The violence of a Storm broke his 
velſels to pieces, and forced him to raiſe the ſiege, 
with the loſs of an 100 ſhips, and many Thouſand 
men 3 ſince which Argiers is much ſtronger and bet- 
rer Fortified daily, fo that unleſs the Exropean Princes 
join together , or ſome powerful Monarch lay fiege 
ro 1t by Sea and Land, jt will be one day Impreg- 
nable unleſs by Famine. The Houſes the 
City are very pleaſant, and more beautiful within 
and without than in ather parts of Africa ; the 
greater lye open in the middle with handſome Gal- 
leries and Turrets ; ſeveral Moſquets are built for 
Pablick Devotion, into which no Chriſtian muſt en- 
rer unleſs he turn Tib, or elſe he will be burnt, or 
for handling the book of their Law before witneſs, 
or repeating their Prayer, Til Alla Mabumet,&@c. 
Others have a great Number of their Talubs, of 
Religious mento read Publick Prayers, and others to 
expound the Mahumetan Law ; Over all is placed a 
Marabut, who 1s to Judge matters of Equity cen 
Perſons 3 Befides the King, and Baſhaw, the Lagay, 
35 the next chief man in this City, who 1s the firſt 
Perſon of the Divan or Council, and General of the 
475105 abroad, wader whom are the Chenſes hke our 
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Sheriffs. or Juſtices of Peace ; next are the: Boalge- 
buhes, like our Bailiffs, who are Servants to the Divan, 
and remain 3 years in their places.going,out after with 
the Armiesas Comprrollers of the reſt. There are alſo 
other Buſhes, Captains and Officers of the Militia, who 
wear a badg of Honour on their heads, and are diſtin- 
puiſhed from the reſt by theirTurbant,which1s wound 
about in the form of a Sugar-loaf, behind which a 
Redcrofs falls down, and 1s a badg of their Othce, 
which others muſt not wear, as the Red-ſcarf's a f1pn 
of Command among Chriſtians ; In the Camp are 
other Great Officers as Daventees, Mouchees, &c. 

An Achabaha is an experienced man among them, 
who hath been in ſeveral! Encounters, and commands 
a Party when it1s ſeparated from the main Body; He 
muſt be an old Man.and when he once comes to that 
Employment he can riſe no higher as other Officers 
can. There are moſt pleaſant Gardens and Orchards 
about Argiers, and very good Corn upon the Hills 
near it, with plenty of all things but wine, which 1s 
forbidden to the Tiwhs and Moors, yet thoſe of A4-- 
giers, have not ſach ſcrupulous Contfciences, bur that 
they will be drunk with wine when they take good 
ſtore of Prizes. Toward the Eaſt of the City is a 
very —_—_ built, and ſome ſouldiers to keep 
Guard, it being the Publick Treaſury Houſe wherein 
they every year caſt in vaſt ſums of Money accord- 
ing to their ſucceſs againſt the Chriſhtans, which they 
never take our, ſo that irs thought there are many 
Millions in that Hold ; When the ſhips come in, 
there 1s alwayes ſomething for the Treaſury, and a 
good Portion for Mahomet, and thoſe that read Pray- 
ers, which is put intothe hands of a Treaſurer, whom 
if they find to have converted the leaſt part thereof 
to his private uſe, he 15 cruelly put to death 1n this 
manner; He 1s ſtript naked, and at the door of the

was ſuppoſed to'have poytoned her, becaute he had 
a greater love for her by reaſon of her conſtant De- 
vorions than for the other ; About {ix months before 
her Death, ſhe was brought ro bed of a Girl ſome- 
what whiter than ordinary , which the old Fook 
thought himfelf to be the Father of 3- During her. 
fekneſs ſhe fent to her Coſens houſe, where I lay, to 
ſpeak with him, whom ſhe ingaged to releaſe me at- 
ter her Bural in requiral of my good Service, and 
fent me by her Genrlewomen a conitderabte preſent 
m Gold which I did not poſſels long: Afrer ker 
death her Coſen did not perform her requeſt, but 
ſed me to the Marker, where' I was-fold for 300 
Dollars, I durſt not anger him for fear he ſhould 
publiſh the Myſtery which would infalhbly coſt me my 
head ; My next Maſter was aGardiner, who putme 
into his Orchards, and” there with a good Gudygel 
made me underſtand a new. Trade I never: knew 
before, I endured much with him, -for he made me 
labour above my ſtrength, and often tireatned ro 
ſtab and kill me, therefore fear of Death made mc 
endeavour my eſcape ; I was ſometimes ſentfor Lime, 
for a building ke had in hand near the Seaſmre; A 
Veſſel was larely arrived from France 19 redeem tie 
Captives, and lay without the Mold. at what: ti'me't 
was on the ſhore 1t was dusky, a Fracmar ofcred 
me his afliſtance, 1 accepted of it and went into his 
Boat, but was diſcovered before I could ger off- the 
Mold and fene back to my Maſter, who punithed me 
with an 1c blows on the toles of my Feet, whereby 
[ became unſerviceavle many days; He was toon 
weary of my Cempany 3 and told me to the Eagh 
Rintgado aforeſaid, I expected from him a; xnder *

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entertainment but found worſe, he was cruel & ſevere 
to me, making me work night and day ; I often 
treated for my ranſom, but his demands were fo 
high, that T could not comply with him 3 He abuſed 
we wretchedly about five Months, and then death 
pur an end to his Tyranny 3 His Executors fold me 
again among his Goods and Chatrels; I fell next into 
the hands of an It z//z» Renegado, who was no kinder 
ro me than my former Maſters, my work was painful, 
my Diet mean, my Labour continual, an my Re- 
vards the blows of a hard Cudpel 3 I could not long 
en.lure this Service, and therefore ſoughtto diſpleaſe 
81 Patron, and make him fell me to another ; He 
gave me next to an Ofhicer of the Militia, who was 
lo well pleaſed with my Perſon and Countenance 
rhac he reſolved not to part with me for any Money 
I offered him 800 Dollars, he told me, 7 ſhould firſt go 
with him into the Countrey, and at bis return I ſhould have 
Liverty to be redeemed if I behaved my ſelf well ; The 
Turks abour this time ſent a ſtrong Army to gather 
the Contributions, of the People, and to relieve 
Tiemiſin or Clizſan, a ſtrong Populous City in the In- | 
land parts of Africa, which commands all the reſt of 
Countrey, an:{ was now beſieged by the Arabs their

Havinz ran through ſo many ſtrange and unex- 
pected Forrunes and Adventures, I doubted not but } 
to meet with as much variety in this Expedition, } 
my Maſter was Commander of an 100 men, he was 
very paſſionate and Laſcivious, but withal valiant ; 
Our Army was compoſed of a thouſand Horſe, and | 
two thouſand Foot, beſides Slaves and Servants 3 
with which ſtrong Party we ſet forward, and found | 
the Countrey very fruitful of Corn and Fodder; As 
re paſt by a Wood, we had the fight of ſeveral wild 
Beaſts that returned from ſeeking their Prey 3 Our 
Vanguard ſhot at many of them, one of our Come | 
pany to ſhew his Valour, mer a Lyon that advanced ' 
coward us, and with his Scymiter in his hand en- 
.countred 
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countred him, but the ſport almoſt coſt the Fellow 
his Life, for the Lyon was very ſtrong, and ſtruck 
him down twice with his Paws, and the laſt time in a 
rape bit off part of his Arm, and would have inſtant- 
ly devoured him, had we not all ſhot at him and 
fixed above an hundred Bullets in his Body ; We 
found the Fellow almoſt dead with fear under the 
Lion 3 He was glad with the loſs of ſome of his Fleſh 
to have ſo happily eſcaped, none pitying lym fince 
his raſhneſs deſerved it. In three Leagues we came 
to a little Valley fruitful of Palms and Olivetrecs, 
with a ſmall Rivulet covered with Strawberry Buſhes, 
and a Grove at the end; Wherein I ſaw a flyiug Ser- 
t about the bigneſs of an ordinary Dog, with a 
arge mouth and Tongue about four foot long, we 
ſhot at it but could not kill it 3; It: threatned ſome of 
our men, who ventured to go near it, and would not 
go till a great number came toward it ; I ſaw it near 
a pleaſant Fountain, bur could not learn the name 3 
It had Wings of divers colours, eſpecially Red and 
White, bigger than thoſe of our winged Fowls, but 
Icould nor diſcern the ſubſtance. of them 3 It hover» 
ed long over our heads, and had not the noiſe of our 
Guns frighted it away,l think it had ventured amon 


+ us again, all the Birds that ſaw it at a diſtance fl 


away. I imagined it to be a kind of Bafilisk; a de» 
ſperate Serpent, and extraordinary venemous, it was 
admired by all of- us having never ſeen the like, 
which made me believe it fome Inland. Creature not 
uſually ſeen near the Sea-Coaſts. | 
Our bufineſs in this Journey was to gather Contri- 
bution of the Inhabitants, who do not willingly pay, 
and therefore the Turks are forced to-go mn great 
numbers to oblige them to it; The third day we 
paſſed over high Mountains fenced on all fides with: 
craggy Rocks, ſo that we were forced to: climb over 
them. Our Horſe took a Compaſs-about by a way 
more eaſie 3 About noon the Sun was extraordinary / 
hot which cauſed us.to ſeek a repoſe under the ſhady 
Bs Trees. 
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Trees that grew in this ſtony ground, as I was reſt- 
ing my ſelf between ſleep and waking, a great verte- 
mous Scorpion fixed her ſting in my naked Leg;' fo 
genly that I had nor felt ir, had I not been told 
thereof. I had heard much of this Serpent, and be- 
ing ſtung began to fear the increaſe of the Venom, 
bur ſome had already killed 1t, and brought the 
bloud ro me to apply to the Wound, which wonder- 
fully gave prefenr Care, for it had no ſooner touched 
the Tumor but it began to decreaſe, and our of the 
little wound came forth a Liquor white as Milk, by 
which I found the bloud of the Scorpion hath an at- 
frative Virtue ; I had no ſooner eſcaped this Adven- 
rare but I fell into a worſe, My Maſter had fent me 
to the Rear of the Army to buy Vittuals for himfelf 
it being there ſold ready dreſt; As I was re- 
turning loaded, I fell down a fteep Rock with 
my Barden, but for fear my Maſter/ ſhould 
Cudgel me, I ſoon recovered my felt. From this 
unhappy place we removed up a Hill into a Countrey 
unnhavited, but by Monſters and wild Beaſts, where- 
of we ſaw a great many 3 This Mountain 1s part of the 
Atlizs and rans through all this Kingdom and Fez as 
fxr as the Main Ocean, part thereof being in the ſe- 
cond Region of the Air, and fo cold that 1n ſome 
Corners which are not expoſed to the Sun, there 
was a-preat deal of Ice and Snow ; Here we found 
plenty of Woods and Trees , and ſeveral ſorts of 
Birds, we killed one that had 4 Legs like-a Beaft ; 
[ts body was as big as a Turky-cock, and the head 
fire an Ow, 1ts Tail was extream broad, the-Fea- 
thers Gray, and rhe head black, 1t flies lowly, and 
was therefore killed without difficulry. 

Toward Evening we fav ſeveral forts of Lyons go 
out of their Dens. when the Jackals began to bark, 
the Nobleſt is called rhe Ryyal Lyon, of ſhape bigger 
and ſtronger, and a more couragioas Voice ; when 
any of the reſt mcer ſuch a one, they feem to yeild a 
relpe& to him, He 1s graver in his motion, fiercer 
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in the Encounter, and undaunted in the greateſt 
danger, others are ſmaller; every night we were 
vifited with ſeveral Companies of wild Creatures, 
ſome of whom had the boldneſs to break in upon us, 
but never returned back to tell news. One Evening 
we diſcovered a great Leaſt afar off, and ſome of 
us went nearer to diſcharge our Guns at it ; Ft was a 
Monſter of a large frze, the head like a Lion, the 
Paws like a Bear, the hinder parts much hke an Als. 
When it was killed every one in the Army had a 
ſight thereof, and I then remembred the ſaying of 
the Romans, Africa alwayts produces ſomething new, for 
there 1s every year ſome ſtrange Creature or other te 
be ſeen in thoſe remote places ; ſome make it their” 
buſineſs to watch them when they come into the 
World, and imploy all their Art to catch them, and 
ſhew them for money 3; In this wild place were ſeve- 
ral other ſorts of Beaſts and 'Serpents;' one- oÞ @* 
ſtrange nature ſeeming like a white Lamb, © which - 
fled before us 3 Our Captain thought it tobe (0, and. 
that it had ſtraggled, and therefore we had order"to 
perſue jt, and coming near, it made more haſt than 
ordinary to ſhift among the Trees, but beinp-very 
weary and over-far, it could not eſcape us, yet- rat: 


1nto one of the Buſhes, where ts prevent diſcovery 


Irs white colour was changed 1n an inſtant 1nto-that 
of the Buſh, which alteration gave us much trouble, - 
and we had never found it again if one of the Com- 
pany had not diſchargeda Musker, at the noiſe where- 
of it roſe afirighted, and run for 1ts hfe, we did not 
think it the ſame. yer ſome ventured after 3r, and o- 
thers ſtay'd in the place ſeeking the whiire- beaſt. 
The Perſuers ſhot oft one of 1ts Legs, and then crt- 
ed to us to forbear ſeeking. and that the Counterfeit 
Lamb was caught. It was the ſame ſhaped Beaſt, but 
the colour was no more white as before, but chang- 
ed into a blackiſh Gray 3 Irs Coat was a Fine Wool 
the head hke a Wolf, but not quite: fo long,, with 


very arp Teeth, and a fierce look, the hinder” 


pa res 
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parts like a ſheep, we wondred at this change of co- 
lour, and imagined it to be that Beaſt mentioned by 
by the Learned, and 1s a good Emblem of a Hypo- 
Crite. 

Having in three days got over theſe Mountains and 
lying down to refreſh our ſelves, in the Morning an 
Alarum was ſounded, at which we all ran to. our 
Arms, and put our ſelves in Order, expecting the 
coming of the Arabs, but no Enemy appeared, only 
a Company of Apes perſued by a few ſackalls who 
made ſuch @ noiſe in running about the branches of 
the Wood near us, yet thoſe upon the skirts of the 
Army thoughe-them to be the Enemy, who had ta- 
ken the advantage cf the place to fall upon us ; 
their needleſs fear did as ſoon appear as the nimble 
Creatures recovered the tops of the higheſt Trees, 
ro whoſe protection they durſt commit themſelves 
yerthe Alarum continued, and ran as nimbly as the 
Apes all over the Army, which could not be ſtopt 
till every one was informed of the true cauſe of the 
Fr-ghrt.. 

Soon after we met with the Enemy indeed, and 
had ſeveral Skirmiſhes with them, and ar laſt utterly 
_ defeared them, and brought the whole Countrey 
under Contribution, and at laſt arrived at Chinſan a 
large and populous City, where we continued. for 
fome time, andwhen travelled toward another anci- 
ent City called Bedtua, not much inferior to the for- 
mer, we paſſed through many Compames of Tents, 
and the firſt day had: a ſharp Encounter with about a 
Dozen luſty Lions who hunting after their Prey, 
met with death at the end of our Muskets, yet were 
they not killed withour ſome damage, one of our 
men was wounded with one of their Paws, who lept 
upon him after he had been ſtruck through the Belly, 
which made us ſoon diſpatch the Lyon. This dan- 
ger was followed by another more fearful though we 
ag1in happily eſcaped. For the next day we paſled 
through a Sandy plain about ten Leagues long, one 

our 
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* four broad; in which were raiſed ſeveral little Hills 


moveable with the Wind, between which we were of 
neceſlity to pals ; as ſoon as we were entred.a ſtrong 
Eaſterly Wind raiſes the hight Sand, and threatens 
to bury us alive. Ir was a fearful thing to us ro be- 
hold ſo much earth flying in our Faces, and the Air 
thick with the duſty Sand ; in a Moment a Hill was 
removed from one place to another, and we were 
forced beſides to encounter with the boiſterous 
Wind, whereby our Horſes were half buried in an 
inſtant, nether durſt we make a ſtop here in this 
dreadful place for fear of being =_ hopes of return- 
ing. Incight dayes we had a fight'of Bedtua, where 
we continued for ſome time, and then returned 
back to Chinſan, where we ſtaid much longer, in 
which time I took notice of many particulars, and of 
the ſeveral ways of Execution ; as Impaling by 
thruſting a ſharp ſtake into the body of the Criminal 
which enters in between his Legs, and appears again 
at his mouth, 1n- which manner they uſually treat 
Traytors and Robbers 3 in this cruel manner ſome 
will live fix hours 3 Thoſe that commit Adultery, or 
Murder, are caſt down headlong from the top of a 
of a high. precipice at the bottom —_— 
ſtakes are ereted 3 For thoſe that have 

Sacriledge, &c. they pour ſcalding Lead into lis 
Mouth, which finks in with with an horrible fmoak, 
and burns the Throat to the entrails withour 
the leaſt Shreik ; Others are expoſed to the Cruelty 
of the Children, who with ſharp Sticks and Lances 
prick them to death, thereby accuſtoming theſe 
young Spirits ao Blond and Wounds. There is alfo 
another as ſtrange an Execution as the former ; In 
the great Market-place of the City ſtands a Brazen 
Lyon, hollow within, with a grim and threatning 
Countenance, at his ſide a r opens to receive 
thoſe that are to be executed, which Execu- 
tion 1s performed in this manner ; ſome very 
great Offenders who have been uſeleſs in their lives 
are 
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are forced to make ſome ſport ro the World at their 
Deaths: For they are ſhur into this new Invention, 
and a Fire of wood 1s kindled under it, which by 
degrees as it heats the braſs, puts them-to a greater 
Torture, and the pain forces them to complain and 
cry out. , Now at the Mouth, Ears, and under the 
Tail of the Lion are holes Arrificially made, our of 
which the Complaints and Cryes of the Patient do 
burſt forth through different Windings and Turnings 
in ſuch a manner that ſeveral Voices, or - rather 
Tunes are framed one after another ; for the cry is 
longer coming out of the Tail than the Ears, and (6 
of the Mouth ; beſides the variety of the cries yeilds 
a pleaſant and a various ſound to the ears of the 
SpeRators. This cruel ſport continues many times 
a whole day to divert the People ; for at the Judges 
Pleaſure they kindle a. greater or lefſer Fire, which 
cauſes the Priſoner to dye accordingly : During my 
three years abode there, I faw above twenty caft 
into that Oven; A Woman, a Child, and a Min 
were put in together, for 1t 1s very Jarge 3 Thar 
Crime was, that they had attempted to kill our 
Governour by the Solicitation of a Mori/co Prince 
wito hated him, the Woman waz to Trepan and en- 
ſnare him with her Beauty, and to convey ſome Poj- 
fon ſecretly by that means into 1s Drink, and If that 
failed, the man was to ſtab or ſhoot him. The 
Woman having large and beautiful Eyes, our old 
General was ſoon acquainted with her, but as they 
were together, he diſcovered a Box which ſhe was 
fo defirous to hide from him, that he ſuſpe&ed 1t to 
be Poyſon, but to be more aſſured he*tryed it upon a 
Dog, who died within an hour after, The Woman 
confefled the whole deſign, whereupon The, her 
Husband, and an innocent Boy were condemned to- 
gether, the Child only becanfe he had ſuch wicked 
Parents, was forced to accompany them in death ; 
Their different Votes, and cnes did yield a moſt 


pleaſant, though a cruel Harmony, which was not 
ungrateful 
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ungrateful to the Tiks who never pity the Moors. 
They uſe in this City ſtrangling (as well as the Tiwks) 


drowning with-a ftone about their neck, executing 
by Beaſts, by the Sword and other deaths uſed in 
other places, Befides one other manner of execut- 
ing Oftertters, proper to this place which was as 
cruel as ſtrange to us. Out of the- Town 1y planted . . 
a high Poſt in form of a Croſs, upon which the Of- 

fender is laid, ſtript naked, and his Tongue cut out, 

then they ſtretch him on the Poſt that lyes a-crofs, 

and rye him to it both by his hands and feer 3 thus 

they expoſe him to the tury of the Ravenous Birds, 

who ſoon ſmell him our, the Eagles and Valtires 

diſpatch him in lefs than a day, the poor Creature 

hes at their mercy, he ſees them fix their ſharp Bills 

in his Fleſh, and pluck our his heart not being able 

to reſiſt them, it cannot but torment him to ſee 

himſelf become a Prey to the Birds of the Air, and 

to behold ſuch baſe Creatures inſult over him, and 

feed themſelves on his Fleſh without the leaſt reſpe& 

to his humanity. Ir 15 obſerved that the Eagles 

firſt ſeek for the Heart, and tear up the breaſt to find 

ir, without regard to the reſt of the body till rhat be 

devoured, ſomerimes twenty of theſe Birds are ſeen 

at once upon a poor man, this part of the World 

being full of them; A fight: that would move com- 

paſhion in any Breaſt but that- of a Twh, and had 1 

not feared the cenſure of the Law, which makes ir 

death ro hinder the execution of the Sentence, I 

had once.ventured to prote&t the body of one poor 

man from thoſe ravenous Birds. 

After we had taken all the Country which was re- 
volted, we returned tro the Maritime City of Argirys, 
My Maſter was grown very rich, and powerful, 
and .had got great honour, and rt wealth - 
for his Services. And I having likewiſe ſery- 
cd him faithfully all this time, and helped him out of . 
many ftreights, and difficulties by my Advice and 
Council, with whom he conſtantly conſulted in any 
Ex1gency, 
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Exigency, according to his promiſe often made me, 
he gave me my Liberty, and a ſum of Money to car- 
ry me home; ſo that after ſo many ſtrange Adven- 
tures and Diſcoveries which I had made in this my 
long time of Slavery, I met with a French. Veſſel of 
Marſcilles in the Harbour,wherein Iembarqued for my 
Native Countrey. Adventures T. S. 1670. 

VII. The Adventures, Dangers and Troubles of 
Katherine Dutcheſs Dowager of Suffolk are very re. 
markable, as we tind them recorded 1n the Book of 
Martyrs. This Dutcheſs was the Widow of Charles 
Brandon Duke of Suffolk , and after his death was 
married ro Richard Berty Eſq;. In the firſt year of 
Queen Mary, Stephen Gardiner Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
knowing this Dutcheſs to be a zealous Proteſtant, and 
no —_ Friend of his, reſolved to be revenged of 
her husband firſt, and ſubpzn2'd him. before him, al- 
ledging, That it was the Queens pleaſure he ſhould pre- 
ſently pay 4000 pound due to her Father from D. Charles 
late busband to his Dutcheſs, whoſe Executrix ſhe was, 
Mr.-Berty replyed, That Debt was already truly ſatisfied, 
The Biſhop anſwered, The Queen would not be put off 
with payments in the time of RKets Government, ( fo he 
in ſcorn called King Edward the ſ{ixth's Reign ;) Mr. 
Berty ſaid, It was acknowledged to be paid by K. Henry 
the Eighth. If that be true, (azd the Biſhop; I will . 
ſhew you favour, but Mr. Berty, ſays he, I muſt tell you 
another thing becauſe T intend you well 5 T hear ill of your 
Religion, and pray is your Lady now as forward to ſet u 

, Maſs as (he was to pull it down, when (he cauſed a Dog 
in a Rochet to be carried with ber, which (he called by my 
name, or doth (he now think ber Lambs as ſafe, as when 
ſhe ſaw me vail my Boxnct to-ber out of the Tower window, 
at which time (he ſaid, © That it was merry with the 
« Lambs when the Wolves were ſhut up. And at 
another time when my Lord.ber husband invited me amongſt 
ether Lords to Dinner, deſiring every Lady to chuſe him 

* whom ſhe liked beſt, 2nd ſo place themſelves together, your 
Lady taking me by the band ſaid, © That fince ſhe might 
not 
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© not fit by her husband whom ſhe loved beſt, ſhe 
« had choſen me whom ſhe loved worſt. To which 
Mr. Berty replyed ; My Lord, Of the device of the Dag, 
ſhe was neither the Author nor Allower. As for her words 
ſhe can anſwer ber ſelf, and for the Maſs ſhe hath been 
taught by learned men to abhorr? it, and therefore if the 
ſhould outwardly pretend to it, [he would be a falſe Chri- 
ſtian to Chriſt, . and a maſquing SubyefF to ber Prince, 
you know my Lord, one Fudgment. reformed is better than 
a Thouſand Transformed Time-ſervers. Tea” marry, lays 
the Biſhop, deliberation is good, if (ht were to come from 
an old Religion to a New, | but (he 1s to return from a new 
one to an old one ; when I was her Ghoſtly Father ſhe was 
as earneſt a Papilt as any. My Lordfaid Mr.Berty, (he told 
4 Friend lately, « That Religion went not byAge, but by 
« Truth, and therefore ſhe was to be converted by 
« Argument and not by Compulſion. Pray do you 
think it poſſible, ſays the Biſhop, to perſwade ber ? I 
hope, ſaid Mr. Berty, you will a no fruits of Infidelity in 
ber. The Biſhop then perſwaded Mr. Berty to take 
pains in her Converſion, promiſing him large Fa- 
yours to effe& jt, and fo diſmiſt him. *' 

When Mr. Berty came home he had frequent inti- 
mations from his Friends, That the —_ intended 
to call his Dutcheſs to an Account for her Faith, and 
therefore they deſigned to-go beyond Sea. -In pur- 
ſuance whereof Mr. Berty made fuch Friends to the 
Queen, as to obtain her Licenſe to paſs and repaſs at 
pleaſure, to receive ſeveral ſummes of money due 
to Duke Charles from the Emperor of Germany; Mr. 
Berty went beyond Sea accordingly, but without his 
Dutcheſs who yet by ent was to follow, and 
made her eſcape from this deſperate danger in the 
manner following. HR, 

She dwelt at that time in Barbican, and acquainted 
none of her Servants with her defign but only one 
old Gentleman , neither did ſhe rake any bur the 
meaneſt of her Servants with her, fearing the-0- 
thers would not run ſo dangerous an adventure, the 
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took alſo her young Daughter' of a year old with her, 
Upon New-years-day, about four a Clock in the 
Morning ſhe went from her own houſe, and an He- 
rald of the Queens who lay in her houſe to guard her 
hearing the noiſe, roſe up, and came down with a 
hghred Torch in his hand, fo that for fear of diſco- 
very ſhe was forc't to leave moſt of her Childs ne- 
ceſlaries behind, and ordered her Servants ro make 
haſt to Lyou Key, raking with her only two Women 
and her Child ; ſhe was no fooner out of doors but 
the Herald followed, whercupon ſhe ſtepped into the 
Charterhouſe Gate, fo that he could not fee her, the 
Herald finding ſome things ſhe had loſt, fell to ran- 
ſacking them, and in the mean time ſhe haſted away 
knowing the place ouly by name, where ſhe ſhould 
take boat. Her Servants alſo divided themſelves, 


' and only one of them knew the way thither ; Thus 


ſhe attired in a mean habit, and they that were with 
her.cook their way into Finsbury Fields, where by the 
ſpecial Providence of Heaven, near Megate ſhe and 
all her Company met, and went together to Lyon-Key, 
a Barge was there ready for her ; but the morning 
was ſo extream miſty that the Steerſman would not 
venture out without great intreary. Soon after the 
Council were informed of her departure, whereup- 
on ſome came preſenrly to her houſe to inquire out 
the manner of her eſcape, and to take an Inventory 
of her Goods, and Orders were 1flued to apprehend 
her, (© that the noiſe of her Flhghe, was at Leigh in 
Eſſex before her Arrival. | 

When fhe came thirher, the old Gentleman her 
Servanc carried her privately to a Merchants houſe 
near Leigh, naming her Miſtriſs White, where ſhe ſtay- 
ed rill ſhe had made ſome new Proviſion for her 
Child in the room of that lefr behind her at Barbican. 
When the time came ſhe was to take Shipping, ſhe 
hardly eſcaped Diſcovery, and being 'twice carried 
mrto the Seas almoſt within fight of Zeza/zrd, by con- 
trary Winds was driven back to the place —_— 
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ſhe came 3 And {ar her laſt return the ſearchers ſuſ- 
pecting ſhe mighr be in that Ship, examined her 
Servant that came to buy Vifuals, who told them 
ſuch an innocent Story of a Merchants Wife which 
was on Shipboard, that they ſearchr no further ; and 
ſo at laſt ſhe ſafely arrived in Brabant, where ſhe met 
with her Husband , who ——_— her and her 
Women like Dutch Froes, they travelled ro Santon, 
and had leave from the Magyſtrates to live privately 
there, bur ir being reported they were greater Per- 
ſonages than they pretended, the Biſhop and Magj- 
ſtrates reſolved to ſeize and examine them both of 
their Condition and Religion z bur Mr. Berty having 
ſecret notice thereof, took his Dutcheſs, his Child, 
and the two Women, and about three Afternoon in 
February walked out as if to take the Air, intending 
that Night to get to Wyſe!, and the berrer to conceal 
his deſign they went on Foot, and left the reſt of 
their Family at Sarton : They had not gone above 
an Engliſh Mile, but there fell a mighty Rain, which 
diſſolved the Froft and Ice ; and ſo made the wayes 
__. ſhppery , which proved extream tedffous 
to theſe new Lacquies, and no Waggon to. be gorren, 
fo that Mr. Berty was forced to carry the Child, and 
the Dutcheſs his Cloak and Rapier, rhe Women be- 
ing ſent before, Ar laſt, near ſeven a Clock in the 
dark Evening, they came to Weſ#, ſeeking after ſuch 
a tedious Journey to repoſe and refreſh their wea- 
ned Limbs in an Inn, hut they all refuſed to enter- 
tain them, though they offeced a conſiderable ſum 
for the ſame, judging them to be il! People. 

In the mcant time the poor Babe cried bitterly, 
the Dutcheſs wept as faſt, rhe Weather was exrream 
Cold, and the Heavens rained as faſt as the Clouds 
could pour. Mr. Beyty deſtitute of all Worldly Suc- 
cour and relief for him and his, in this orable 
Condition, reſolved to carry the Durchefs wrth her 
Infant into the Porch of the great Church, and ſo to 


buy fome Coals, Food and Straw for their m—_ 
that 
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that night, or at leaſt-till he could procure 
ſome better Lodginz; Mr. Berty could ſpeak little 
Dutch, and could meet with none who underſtood 
either Engliſh, French, Italian, or Latin, till going 
toward the Church he heard rwo Boys ſpeaking in 
Latin, who ſtepping to them, promiſed them rwo 
Stivers if they would bring him to a Walloons houſe, 
and fo 1t pleaſed God he happened into a houſe 
where Mounfieur Rivers a Mimiſter was at Supper, 
he had formerly been in England, and received ſome 
Courteſies from this good Dutcheſs 3 Mounfieur 
Rivers going to the door, and ſeeing Mr. Berty, his 
Dutcheſs and Infant in that lamentable Caſe with 
Rain, Mire and Dirt, and in Apparel fo unlike what 
he had ſeen them in England, was ſo overwhelmed 
with ſorrow, and tears, that for ſome time he conld 
neither ſpeak to them, nor they to him : Art laſt they 
faluted each other,and he brought them to his houſe, 
into which God knows they emred joyfully, Mr, 
Berty changing his Clothes with the good Man of the 
Houſe, the Durcheſs with his Wife, and their In- 
fanc with the Child of the Houſe. Here they con- 
tinued ſome time, and then hired a Houſe, where 
they diſcovered themſelves freely, and lived in gc 

faſhion, but whilſt they paſt the time here with ſome 
content, in hope of reſting after their Tedious Tra- 
vels, Sir Zohn Maſon, Queen Mary's Ambaſlador in the 


_ Netherlands gave them private notice of a defign for 


ſeizing and carrying them back to England, managed 
by the L. Paget. For the D. of Brunſwick being to 
paſs by that City with ten Companies of Souldjers to 
aſſiſt the Emperour againſt the French, it was con- 
trived that he ſhould ſuddenly apprehend them, and 
carry them away from Weſel. 

Upon this Information Mr. Berty with his Dutcheſs,% 
Child,preſently fly into the Palatinate, and found Pro- 
retionin Winchrim,but the money which they brought 
out of England being almoſt ſpent, they began to 
faiat under their heavy burden, being almoſt = of 
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heart and hope in this their diſtreſſed condition, at 
which time 1t pleaſed God to provide wonderfully 
for them by the following means. One Fohn a Laſco, 
being driven out of England at Queen Maries com- 
ing to the Crown.after many troubles and adventures 
returned into Poland his Native Countrey, where he 
found great favour with that Kingy and underſtand- 
ing the Condition of Mr. Berty and his Dutcheſs 
whom he had known in England, he gave an account 
thereof to the King of Poland, and the Palatine of 
Vilna, who preſently wrote to them to come thither 
with great offers of kindneſs. They returned Letters 
full of Thanks to the King, and Palatine, and ſent 
with them all the remainder of the Jewels which they 
had brought from England 3 and having received 
Letters of Condu& for their Security, in April 1557 
the Dutcheſs with her Husband and Fam y degan 
their Journey toward Poland, By the way they met 
with many dangers; One was occaſioned by a Cap- 
tain of the Lanrgraves who quarrelled with Mr. Berty 
abour a Spamel of his, and with his Horfemen. ſer 
upon them by the way, thruſting their Boar-ſpears 
through the ſides of the Waggon where the Children 
and Women were, yet it pleaſed God none of them 
were hurt ; Mr.Berty had only four Horſemen with 
him, and in the quarrel the Captains Horſe was flain 
under him, upon which a Rumor was preſently 
ſpread about the Countrey, that the Lantgraves Cap- 
tain was ſlain by the Walloons, which much enraged 
the Common people againſt them. The Dutcheſs 
underſtanding their danger, perſwaded her husband 
to leave them, and by the ſwiftneſs of his horſe to 
recover ſome Town for his Security ; which Mr. Betty 
attempting to do, was eagerly purſued by the Coun- 
trymen, and the Captains Brother, who thought he 
had been ſlain indeed. And in the purſuit they 
came ſo near him that he had certainly been mur- 
thered, but that 4s God would have it, \pying 2 
Ladder ſtanding againſt a Window, he leapt =

Horſe and ran up the Ladder,” whereby he got into a 
Garret on the top of the houſe where he defended 
himſelf for ſome time with his Sword,and all 
the Magiſtrates came and perſwaded. him to ſubmit 
to the Law 3; Mr. Berty knowing himſelf to be clear 
and the Captain alive, yielded himſelf upon condi. 

tion to be protefted from the rude multitude, _ and 
delivering up his weapons was committed to Cuſtody 
rill the Caſe ſhould be heard ; Mr. Berty then writ 
to the Lantgrave and the Earl of Eyrbagh, declarin 
his Caſe to them, -and the next morning the Far 
came to Town, where the Dutcheſs was now arriv- 
ed in the Waggon ; The Earl having before heard 

- "of the Dutcheis, came to ſee her, ſhewing much 

civility, and reſpe& toward her ; which the Townſ. 
men obſerving, and finding the Captain was alive, 

- 'they began to ſhrink away and make Friends to Mr, 
"Berty, and the Dutcheſs not to repreſent their A&- 

-ons at the worſt. 

' And thus through Divine Providence eſcaping 
this great danger alſo, they proceeded in their Jour- 
ney, and at laſt arrived fately in Poland, where they 
were entertained by the King with all humanity and 
kindneſs 3 The King likewiſe ſerthng them ſafely 
and Honourably in'the Earldom of Crozan, where 
they had as abſolure a Power 1m Government as the 
King himſelf, fo that it proved to them a quiet Ha- 
ven, after ſo mtany Troubles in a Tempeſtuous Sea, 

"and there theF hved with much Honour and Com- 
fort till the Death of bloudy Q. Mary, and then re- 
turned together with the Proteſtant Religion into 
their native Countrey in the Reign of <Q. Elizabeth 
of Glorious Memory. Clarks Martyr. $21. 

IX. A. B. Spotſwood gives a very notable Relation 
of the Adventures and Dangers of Nr. ZohnCraig, as 
followeth ; In the year 1600, Mr. John Cyaig, 
"who had been Miniſter to King Yames in Scotland 
{bur through Age was compelled to quit the 
charge) this Life ; whilſt he lived te

excellent Preacher, of a grave behaviour, fmcere 
and inclining to no Fa&ion ; and which increaſed 
his Reputation, he lived honeſtly, without Oſtenta- 
non'or defire of outward cy 3 Many toflings and 
troubles he indured in his life-time 3 For m his 
younger years having paſſed his courſe in Philoſo- 
phy in the Univerſity of St. Ararews, he went from 
thence into England, and waited on the Lord Dacres 
Children as a Tutor for two years 3 Bur Wars then 
happening berween England and Scotland, he return- 
cd ha and became a Fryer of the Dominican Or- 
der ; He had not lived long among them, when up- 
on ſuſpicion of Kerefte he was put into Prfon, after 
his Releaſe he went back ro England, hoping by 
means of the L. Dacres to have got a place in Cam- 
bridge, but his expeRation being fruſtrated, he went 
into France and from thence ro Rome. There he 
won ſuch favour with Cardinal Poo! that by. his re- 
commendation he was recaved among the Dominicans 
of Bononia, and by them was firſt appointed to in- 
ſtru& the Novices of the Cloyfter ; Afterwards when 
they perceived his diligence and dexterity 1n buft- 
nefle, he was employed in their Affairs throughout 
Italy, and was ſent in Commiſſion to Chios an Iſland 
in the Tick Sea , to redreſs things that were amiſs 
among thoſe of their Order. 

Herein he diſcharged himſelf fo well, that at tus 
return he was made ReQor of the School, and rhere- 
by had acceſs to the Libraries, eſpecially to that' of 
the Inquiſition, where meeting with Calvins Inſtituti- 
ons, he was taken with a great liking rhereof ; and 
one day diſcourſing with a Reverend Old Man of the 
Monaſtery, he was by him confirmed 1n the opinion 
he had entertained ; - but withall was warned by no 
means to diſcover himſelf, or ro make Is mind 
known, becaufe the times were dangerous. But he 
negle&img the Counſel of the old Man, and diſclo- 
ſing his Opinions too freely, was accuſed of —_— 
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was had in*great eſteem, a great Dryme, and an 
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and being ſent to Rome, -after Examinetion he was 
Impriſoned for Nine Moneths, at the end whereof 
being brought "before the Judge of the Inquiſition, 
and making a clear Confeſſion of Its Faith; he was 
condemned to be burnt the next day, being the 
29 of Auguſt. ;

Mr. Craig (aid, He did not will 
remember it 3 But I do, ſaid he, and I am the man to 
whom you then ſhewed hindneſs, be not afraid of us, for 
you ſhall incur no danger, and fo conveying him 
mo the Suburbs and dire&ing him the ſecureſt 
way, he gave him ſo much money as might bear his 
Charges to Bononia ; for he intended to go thither, 
thinking to find entertainment among his acquain- 
rance there 3 but at his coming to them, - they 
looked ſtrangely upon him, whereupon being afraid 
to be board b them, he got ſecretly away 1n-

X. The Great King H:1y the Fourth of Franc, 
faith Mr. Howell, was as remarkable an Example &

XVII. , Strange and bloudy was the Conſequence 
of a ſmall accident ac Lich in Portugal. Upon April

kind of Gimmering Light came out of it 3 Then 
happy was he who could firſt cry a Miracle, and e- 
very one ſaid, That God (hewed the Teſtimony of bus 
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preſence, A. Jew who was. but lately become a' Chri- 
ſtian there, demed that 3t was any Miracle, faying, 
It was not lihely that oit. of -a dry piece of wood there 
ſhould come ſuch a Light; Now though many of the 
Spe&ators doubted of the Miracle, yet hearing a 
ww deny it, they began to murmur, calling hym, 
wicked Apoſlate and a aztejlable Enemy to Feſus Chriſt ; 
After they had ſufficiently reviled him in words, all 
the Multitude, foaming with rage, fall upon him, 
pluck off the hair of his head and Beard, tread up- 
on him, and drawing him into the Church-yard, 
beat him to death, and kindling a great Fire, they 
caſt the dead body into it, and burnt it to Aſhes ; 
All the refidue of the People in the City ran to this 
mutinous Company, and among them, ' a certain 
Friar made a Sermon, whereih he vehemently ſtir- 
red up his Auditors to revenge the injury which, he 
ſaid, our Lord had received 3 The People furious 
of themſelves, grew even ſtark mad with this Ex- 
hortation, and befides this, two other Friars took 
and held up a Croſs as lngh as they. could, crying 
out, Revenge, Revenge, Herefie, Herefie, down with 
wicked Herefie, and deſtroy - the wicked Nation. Here- 
upon the Rabble. like hungry Dogs fall: upon . the 
miſerable 7ews, cut the throats of a great number, 
and drag thenyto the Fires half dead, many being 
kindled for that purpole; They regarded neither Age 
nor Sex, but murdered Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren, they broke open doors, ruſh into Rooms. daſh 
out Childrens Brains againſt the Walls ; They went 
inſolently into Churches to pluck out thence the 
little Children, -Old Men, and young Maids:Wwhohad 
taken hold of the Altars, Crofſes' and Images 'of-: the 
Saints, who pitifully cryed out, Mercy, ' Mercy '3 yet 
they either murdered them there preſently, or drew 
them out and threw them alive into the Fire 5 Ma- 
ny that appeared, or looked hke Jews; found them- 
ſelyes in great danger, ſome being killed, and others 
wounded 
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wounded before they .could: make :proof they had 
no Relation to them. ' Some who hid a grudge a- 
gainſt others, did but cry, A Jew, a Jew, as they 
met them, and they were preſently beaten down 
without having any Liberty or Leaſure to anſwer 
for themſelves. The Magiſtrates durſt not oppoſe 
rhemſelves againſt the Rage and Fury of the People, 
ſo that in three” days time the Cut-throats murdered 
above a Thouſand Fewib Perſons. The King of 
Spain having netice of this horrible diſturbance, was 
extreamly angry, and immediately diſpatcht away 
Faquer, Almeida and Jaques, Lopez, with full -power to 
»uniſh ſo great Ottences, who cauſed a great num- 

r of the Seditious to be executed, The Friars 
who had lifred up the Croſs and animated the Peo- 
le ro Murder were degraded, and afterward hang- 
ed and burnt. The Magiſtrates who had not been 
diJigent to repreſs this Muriny, were, ſome put out 
of OHce, and others fined. The Ciry alſo was de- 
prived of many Priviledges and Honours; Camnera- 
rius bis Spare Hours. Cent 1. 


XVIIE. Such another bloudy Event happeneq in 
Sicily in 1281: For Charts of Anjou Reigning in 
that Kingdom, - and his Souldiers being all French-

the French at once,and aboliſhing their Memoryour of 
Sicily for ever ; All which was 10 ſecretly carried for 
eighteen Months, that it hath ever f1nce been ac- 
counted a prodigious thing, that a defign of this 
Nature could poſlibly be fo long lately conceal- 
ed by ſo many People, and fo different in Humour, 
The Watchword or fignal was, That upon Eazy 
day, when the Beil ſhould begin to toll ro Evening 
prayers, all the Sicilians ſhould preſently run to 
Arms, and joyning together with one accord, ſhould 
fall upon all the French throughout Sici/y ; Accord 
ingly all the Inhabitants of the Ifle were joined to- 
gether at the-appointed hour, and armed, ran uporr. 
the French, cut all their throats without taking fo 
much as one Priſoner, or ſp4ring the Children, or 
Women who were got with Child by the French, 
that they might utterly extinguiſh the whole race of 
them ; There were ſlain cighrt Thouſand at that time, 
and there eſcaped bur a very ſmall number wh6 fled- 
into a Fort-called $9zling, -where for want of Vij- 
Quals they were all ſtarved t9 death ; And: Dor 
Pedro having according to Agreement rigged our 
his Navy under pretence of ſome exploit againſt the 
Moors, came to an Anchor in the Port of Sardinia, 
there to expet how the Tragedy would be Ated, 
which falling out agreeably to his expettation, and 
coming jnwith his Nayy juſt as the deed was done, 
he was by the General-Conſent of -all ſorts of Peo«: 
ple Crowned King of - Sicily, and} the Government: 
thereof remains under the, King'of Spain to this day 3 
This bloudy Mallacre is called The Sicilian Yeipers or 
Even Song to this day.

Samuel Wallas faith, he faw him paſs -— the

he wore a faſhionable Hat, and a little narrow band ; 
His Coat and Hoſe were both of a purple Colour, 
his Stockings pure, with a pair of new black ſhoes 
tyed with Ribbons of the ſame Colour with- his 
Cloths.and though it ramed when he came into Wallzs 
his houſe and all that day, as many remembred, yer 
he had not one ſpot of wet or dirt upon him ; He 
had no Gloves, but his hands were as white as Snow; 
This ſtrange accident being related abroad, ſeveral 
Reverend Divines met together about it at Stamford, 
to conſider and conſult about it, and for many rex«xF 
ſons, faith Mr. C/arþ, were induced to believe that 
this Cure was wrought by the Miniſtry of a good 
Angel.

City of .Sprotovia where they lived 3 Their Friends 
informed them hereof, which cauſed them with 
greater feryency to commend themſelves to God 


- yet Cotterus by a ſtrong Impulle of Spirit reſolved to 


go ro Glagow, and though his Friends would have 
diiwaded him, yet 7ar. 2, 1627, he went thither, 
where being known he was apprehended, and car- 
ried before the Count of Opperſdorf, and the afore- 
faid Prefet , who after Examination committed 
them ro Priſon. The next day a Commiſſary was 
ſent. to Spotovia, with a Command: to the Senate 
that he ſhould before ſome of them ſearch all the 
houſe and Coffers of Cotterus, for writings, and like- 
Mencelizs his houſe in the ſame manner ; This was 
done, and the Writings were by the Commiſlary car- 
ried to them, which they read and examined, but 
all his Prophecies were not found 3 January 25, Cot- 
ter:1s was again. examined more ſtritly whence he 
had thoſe Prophecies, He anſwered, Not from any mor- 
tal man, but from fhirits that uſed to appear to him, but 
whether they were Good or Bad Angels, he left it to the 
learned to judge 5 The Count upon certain Conditions 
would have releaſed him, but the Prefe& ſtrongly 
oppoſing it, charged him with Treaſon againſt the 
Emperor, and required that Mincelius might hkewiſe 
be ſent for ; The Senate ſent with him two of ther 
Magiſtrates, in whoſe preſence Mincelius was charged 
to be guilty of Death (who it ſcems writ out thoſe 
Prophecies) which they faid were Lyes, and to the 
great ciſhonour of the Emperor; Mincelius pleaded, 
That be was enjoyned by the Senate to do it, which the 
Magiſtrates alſo affirmed.

XXVIIL We often read of Moloch,and other Idols 
of -che Heathens, worſhipped ſometimes by the 7Zews, 
ſome of whom I ſhall he e give an Account-of ac- 
cording to the Judgement of -rhe Learned Dr."God- 
Win and —_ _—_ {(o called qua hems which 
in-m ern Langua es 4 (Ki 
was the God of the Amorites bs whom they es 
their Sons and Daughters ; not that this was his or- 
dinary Sacrifice, but in extraordinary Cafes and Dt- * 
ſtreſſes, and being reckoned as a work more merito« 
rious. They generally cauſed their Children-to paſs 
through the Fire to hum, that 3s berwxe twg'' Fires 
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made before him. The Carthaginians worſhipped 
this Idol under the name of Saturn; and indeed 
Baal, and Saturn, and Moloch are reputed to be all 
one: The Image of this Idol was of Braſs, wonder- 
ful for its greatneR, having the face ofa Bullock, and 
Arms ſpread abroad hke a man that openeth his 
hands ro receive ſomething of another. - This Image 
was hollow, and had ſeven Cloſets or Apartments 
within 3 One for Wheat-Flower of the fineſt, a ſe- 
cond for Turtles, a third for a Sheep, a fourth for a 
Ram, a fifth for a Calf, a fixth for an Ox 3; and to 
him thar would offer his Son or Daughter a ſeventh 
Concave or Chamber was opened ; and then while 
the Child was burning 1n the Idol, with the Fire 
that was made under him, the Parents and ſuch as 
were preſerit. were to Dance, and to play upon Tim- 
brels, and beat upon Drums, that' they might not 
hear the Sorcowful cryes of their Child while thus 
Sacrificing. Anammeleck and Adramelech the Gods of 
Sepharuuim mentioned 2 Kings 17, are ſuppoſed to 
be the ſame with this Idal, whoſe Prieſts were called 
Cbemarin from their blackneſs ; The place of this 
Idol amongſt the Ifratlites was Tophet, the Valley of 
the Sons'of Hinom that is, Of Lamentation or Roar- 
ng, from the cryes of them that were offered. The 
Carthaginians- being greatly diſtreſſed by Agathocles, 
they barbarouſly at one time offered, or burnt to- 
this Moloch nn no leſs than ewo-hundred 
choice Youths of their Nobility. ' This Idolatrous 
Cuſtom-continued to the days of Tiberius. The Phi- 
lifiines, and all that Seacoaſt were called Phenicians, 
and they Worſhipped Dagon ; what was, faith 
P, Mirtyris not well known, but by the derivation 
of his'name, which ſignifieth a F3h, it ſeems he was 
a Sea-god.; Above his Belly he was of Hurtane ſhape, 
| _ * Fiſh. —_ ſaith, The Syrians 
wor{bipped a Fiſb, it may be d'to be thus n, 
and it may be they iut p/n ak (a P, as ) 
or I know not what Devil ;- L£u63a) ſaith, he faw the 
” Image 
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[Tmage of it in Phenicia, not unlike that of a Mermaid 
the upper half hike a Woman, and the lower like a 
Fiſh, in reverence- of whom, .- the Phenicians were 
faid to abſtain from Fiſh. They offer to it, Fiſhes of 
' Gold and Silver, and the Prieſts all day long ſer be- 
'fore it true Fiſhes roaſted and Boiled, which after- 
wards themſelves did eat, At Ebron was INES 
Baalzzþub, that 1s, The Lord of Flies; fo called either 
from the abundance of Flyes that attended the mulri- 
tude of his Sacrifices, from which inconvenience it 
is faid, the Sacrifices to the true God in the Temple 
of Jeruſalem were wholly free, or becauſe he was the 
God of their Larder or Burtery to drive away Fhes, 
or for that he was Worſhipped 1n the form of a Fly ; 
though others write, that it was a name given him 
in Scorn and Derifion, calling him the Fly Lord. God- 
wins Antiquities, lib.

XXIX. Some Leagues from the Town of Zunquiler 
in China (faith Ferd. Pintoin his Travels) we arrived

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upon the Place, and with Silver Cenſers full 'of Per. ' 
fumes of Aloes and Benzoin, they ſmoke thoſe two 
Deviliſh Monſters, and chanted out aloud, Help "14 
even as we ſirve thee, whereunto divers other Prieſts. 
anſwered in the name of the Idol with a great noiſe ; 
Sd I promiſe to- do like a good Lord. In this manner 
they went as it were in a- Proceſſion round about 
the place, finging with-an' 1ll-runed Voice to” the 
ſound of a great many Bells that were 1n Steeples 
thereabout. In the: mean time there were others 
that with Drums and Baſons made ſuch a noſe, as I 
may truly ſay, pur them all together, was moſt hor» 
rible to hear. Pinto's Travils, ch. 28. 

XXX, The ſame Author proceeds thus ;'We ar- 
rived, faith he.atthe great Temple of Snignafatur in 
Tartary, where we ſaw an incloſure of above 3 Miles 
in Circuit, in which were built 154 Houſes, very 
long and broad, after the faſhion of Arſenals, 

all full of up to the very Tiles of Dead mens Skulls, 
whereof there was ſo great a number that I am loth 
to ſpeak it, ſince it will hardly be credited; without 
each of theſe Houſes were alſo great Piles of Bones 
belonging to theſe heads, which were three fathom 
higher than the Ridges of them, ſo that the Houſes 


ſeemed to he buried, no other part of them appear- } 


ing but the Frontiſpiece where the Gate ſtood; Not 
far from thence upon the Southſide of them was a 
kind of Platform, whereunto the aſcent was by cer- 
tain Stairs of Iron winding about, and through four 
ſeveral doors ; Upon this Platform was one of the 
Talleſt, the moſt deformed, and dreadfut Monſters 
that can poſſibly be imagined, ſtandingupon hrs feer, 
-and leaning againſt a mighty Tower of hewen Stone. 
It was made of caſt Iron, and of ſo great and Prodt- \ 
gious a Stature that by gueſs he ſeemed to be above 
thirty fathom high, and more than fix broad, This 
Monſter held in his hands a Globe of the fame 


Iron, being thirty fix ſpans in the compats of 3 we 


demanded of the Tartar Ambaſſador the cnptceney 
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of ſo Monſtrous a thing, Tau muſt know, faid he, that 
this great Saint which you ſee bere, is the Treaſurer 4 - the 
bones of all thoſethat are born into the Wold, to the end that 
at the laſt day, he may give to every one the ſame bones 
which be bad _ Earth, ſo that be who in this life ſhall 
be ſo ill adviſed as not to honour him, nor preſent him with 
ſomething will be but in an ill caſe, For he will give him 
ſome of the rotteneſt bones be can meet withall, and one or 
two leſt than be ſkould have, by means whereof he will become 
deformed, lame and crooked ; 7 be Globe he holdeth in his 
Þands 3s to fling at the head of the- Gluttonows Serpent that 
liveth in the profound Abyſs of the houſe of ſmoke, when be 
ſhall come thither to fleal away any of thoſe bones. - He 
told us moreover, That it w.2s threeſcore and fourteen 
Thouſand years ſince he was begotten on 4 Tortoiſe, called 
Migoma, by a Sea-horſe that was an hundred and thirty 
fathom long, who had been formerly King of the Giants of 
Fanius. He alſo aſſured us, T hat the Gifts which were 
preſented to this Idol amounted to a vaſt ſum of Money in a 
year, beſides other Revenues which was as much more ; He 
added, That this Idol had ordinarily Twelve Thouſand 
Prieſts attending on his Service, maintained with all ne- 
ceſſaries only to pray for the Dead unto whom theſe bones be- 
longed, who alſo bad allowed them without the Temple ſix 
hundred Servants, who took care, for providing all con- 
veniencies for them As for the Prieſts themſilues, they 
never went without the limits of the Temple but by permiſſi- 
on of their Superiors.. There was alfo a Seragliowhere- 
in many Women appointed for that purpoſe were 
ſhur up, whom their Governefſes pernutted to have 
too near an Acquaintance with the Prieſts of this 
beaſtly and Diabolical Set; Pinto's Travels, ch. 41. 

And thus will I conclude the ridiculous and Ido- 
latrous ways of Worſhip among the Heathens in. 
theſe dark parts of the World.

lands it was in this manner regained 3 He Anchored 
- In the Road with one ſhip of ſmall burden, and pre- 
tending the dearh of his Merchant beſought the 
French, ( being about thirty in number ) that the 

might bury their Merchant in hallowed ground, and 
in the Chappel of that Iſle; offering the French a 
Preſent of ſuch Commadities as they had: aboard ; 
whereunto the French yeilded, upon Condition that 
they ſhould not come aſhore with arty weapon, no 
not ſo much as a Knife 3 Then did the Flemings put 
a Coffin into their Boar, nor filled with a dead Car- 
caſs, but with Swords, Targers, and Carabines ; The 
French receiving them art their Landing, and ſearch- 
ing every one ſo narrowly that they could not” hide 
a Pen-knife, gave them leave to draw their Coffin 
up the Rocks with difficulry 3 ſome of the 
French took the Flemiſh Boat, and rowed toward the 
Ship to fetch the Rewards promiſed them, and what 
elſe pw but being come aboard, they were 
taken bound. The Flemmings on Land whet 
they had carried their Coffm into the Chappel ſhut 
the door to them, and taking their weapons out of 
the Coffin ſer upon the French, who ran to the Clif 
and called ro their Compatty Aboard the Ship to 
come to their aſſiſtance, but finding the Boat came 
back full of Flemmings, they yeilded themſelves and 
the place.

XXXII. Notable was the exploit of the ſurpriz- 
ing Breda in the Wars of the Low-Conntries, A River 
called Merch runs by that City, upon which ſtands 
2 Noble Caſtle rather for Habitation than —_— 

Three 
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Three Leagues from Breda,the River falls into a large 
Channel in Holland, and ſome Barks of Merchandiſe 
uſed to paſs to and fro _ that River, having Paf- 
ports for that purpoſe ; The Governor of Breda un- 
der the Prince of Parma uſed ſometimes to go to a 
place about nine Miles off , and in his abſence his 
Son commanded in his ſtead ; All the while the Fa- 
ther kept, in Breda, he ſtill cauſed dilgent ſearch to 
be e in every Boat that paſſed, leſt by ſome 
trick or other he might be ſurprized, . but his Son 
being young and inexperienced was neither ſo con- 
ſiderate nor careful as he ſhould have been. Amo 
other Boats which paſſed to and fro, ſome carr! 
Turf, which inſtead of Wood is much uſed for fir- 
ing in Frieſland, Holland, and the lower Parts of 
Flanders, who coming from Holland into the River 
Merch, went to Bredg, and ſome other Towhs there- 
about, Ar this time there was a Mariner, a Maſter 
of a Boat, who was well acquainted with the Soul- 
diers that kept the Caſtle by which all theſe Boars 
uſed to paſs, who went to Prince Maurice, and told 
him, That 4 conſiderable company of Souldiers might be bill 
under the Turf in bis boat, and that he might therthy very 
probably ſurpriſe the C aſile by night, and afterward with 4 
apply of Souldiers might eaſily enter Breda. Prince 
Maurice liked the Stratagem very well, and reſqived 
to make Trial of it, Theſe Turf-boats are 

of a good length, thereby co ſupply their want of 
breadth, the lefler Rivers and Channels not being 
capable of Broader, The Boat being fitted, the Ma- 
ſter came with it to Breda, and underneath the Turf 
which was upheld by great Poles, were placed four- - 
ſcore Souldiers all choice men, and Captain Charles 
Harawger an old and Valiant Souldier commanded. 
them 3 The Bark being come into the Caſtle, the 
young Governour gave Order that it ſhould be ſear- 
ched according to Cuſtom, - but as that order was 
creleſly given, ſo it was careleſly executed 3 The 
Marriners hereby encouraged, paſled from more ſe- 
rous 
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rious affairs to Sport and Jollity, and fo delay'd' 
time ti!] night came on, and invited thoſe Souldiers 
which came to ſearch the Boat to drink ſome Wine 
with them, and when they were well warmed withhi 
Wine, they ſoon fell aſleep 3 The reſt of the Soul-ffou 
diers were withdra:vn into the Caſtle to take theirfſti 
reſt ; But on a ſudden the Souldiers under the Turf 
Landed, and aſulted them on every fide, being at 
firſt very muci: aſtoriſhed, but were ſoon made 
ſenſible of the Surprizal, anc as ſuddenly left the 
Caſtle to theſe New Gueſts ; Some of them were 
hurt and ſome flain, and the young Governour was 
taken Priſoner 3 The Captains 1n the City were in 
great Confuſion that they could neither break down 
the Bridge whereby the Caſtle was joined to the 
Town, neither did they ſecure any one Gate of th 
City for ſome few hours, till ſuccours could hay 
come from the Neighbouring Garriſon. In the mear 
tame Count Hollack, and ſoon after Prince Mawri 
himſelf came, at whoſe entrance the Spanilh Garriſon 
marched baſely and ſhamefully out, and left rhe Ci 
te the Hollanders in.

his Enemy 3 Here Hamiba! found himſelf in a Tray, 
and his Army was deje&ted with fear, apprehend!

Streights. Hannibal therefore cauſes two, Thouſand 
Oxen of his Prey, that he drove along with him 
be caught,and faſtens ro each of their Horns Torchs, 
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nd Faggots of dry ſticks ; Theſe __— he 
auſed the Oxen to be driven up to the top of the 
ountains, and jn the mean time with the main of 
js Army, filently and in the dark, Marches to the 
putler of the Valley z The Oxen marched in order 
ill the Fire about their Horns got to the quick, and: 
then they ran up and down as mad, their Fronts and 
Tails blazing and firing the Buſhes as they went ;; 
The Romans amazed at this unwonted and terrible 
Speftacle, ſuppoſing that they were on all fides ſhur 
in by the Enemy, quitred-their Poſt, and thereby 
gave free Liberty for Hamibal to March through the 
narrow Paſſage. Fabius not knowing whereto this 
Subtilty of che Enemy tended, kept himſelf within 
his Camp in good Order, but by the firſt light in the 
Morning it was eaſily diſcerned that by this Stratagem 
Hamibal had made his eſcape.Plutarchin Fab.p.198. 
XXXIV. Fernando Camero Governor of Dourlans in 
Flanders, for the Spaniand 1 596, being advertiſed that 
the Citizens of Amiens, a proud People and little” - 
praticed in Arms, would not receive the Garriſon

Town, was reſolved to do it by Policy, having alſo 
Intelligence with fome within the Town, and (Hegee” 
upon atrires 40'or $0 ſtout Souldiers like Cound; 
Peaſants loaden with many burdens, and armed undet-" 
neath with Daggers and ſhort pieces; and Marching' 
with about 700 Horſe and $000 Foot, he lays [ey 
Souldiers in Ambuſh near the Town, and the nextday 
ſends ſome of his diſgwiſed- Souldiers to one of the 
City Gates following a Cart, which-being under the 
Portcullis,one of the pretended Peaſants cut the florſe- ' 
trace,which diforder'd the Hoſes and ſtopt the Gate 3 
Upon which the others preſently diſcover their Arms, 
fieze upon their Corps de Guard, and give a fign to 
thoſe that lay in Ambufh, who being both Horſe and 
Foot, immediately enter the Town, go direRtly to- 
the Market-place, take the Fort and fieze upon the 
Armory and Ammunjtion which King Henry 4th. 
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of France had lately ſent, and in the end forced the 
Townſmen to a Compoſition for the Redemption c 
their Goods, D' Avila's Hiſtory of France, lib. 1 5. 
XXXV, Remarkable have been the eſcapes of ſome 
men from Death, and the Grave, of which I ſhall 
give ſome Inſtances. Aritomenes General of the Myſ- 
ſenians had with roo much courage adventured to ſet 
upon both the Kings of Sparta, and being in that 
fight wounded and fallen on the ground, was taken 
up ſenſeleſs, and carried away with fifry of his Com- 
panions; There was a deep natural Cave into which 
the Spartans uſed to caſt headlong ſuch as were con- 
dermned for the greateſt Offences ; To this Puniſh- 
ment were Ariſtomenes and his Companions adjudged; 
All the reſt of theſe poor men dyed with their falls; 
Ariftomenes, howſoever it came to paſs, took no harm 
yet it was harm enough to be impriſoned in a deep 
dark Dungeon among dead Carcafſes, where he was 
likely to periſh with hunger and ſtench ; But a while 
after, he perceived by ſome ſmall Glimmering of 
Light (which perhaps came in atthe top) a Fox that 
was gnawing upon a dead body, hereupon he be- 
thought himſelf that this Beaſt muſt needs know fome 
way to enter the place and get out 3 for which cauſe 
he made ſhift to lay hold upon it, and catching it by 
the Tail with one hand, ſaved himſelf from biting 
with the other hand by thruſting his Coar into the 
mouth of ir, fo letting it creep whether it would he 
followed it, holding it as his Gaide till the way was 
roo ſtreight for ham, and then diſmifled ir. The 
Fox being let looſe ran through an hole ar which 
came 2 little Light, and there did Ariſtomenes dig fo 
with his Nails, that at laſt he clawed our his 
ne Al and ſo got home in ſafety, and afterwards 
became very famous and renowned as both the Co 
rinthians and Spartans, afterward found to rheir coſt, 
Heylin's Coſmog. pag. $80. 
XXXVIL. In the year 1357, There was a- great 
Plague at Colen in Germany, amongſt many others who

end thar as the wax melted by Degrees, ſo ſhould the 
King difſolve by little and little, and his life ſhould 
waſte away with the Conſumption of the other.

Marianne aid. to him, It was not the part of a Low 
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to give Commandement that if any thing (bould befall th: 
otherwiſe than well with Anthony, TI ſhould preſently be 


put to death. No ſooner were theſe words out of her 


mouth, but the King entred into a- ſtrange Paſſion, 
and giving over his Embraces, he cryed out with @.

LXII. The Em r Probus a great and excellent 
Prince having wel nigh brought the Empire into 2 
quiet and peaceable, from a troubleſome and Tur- 
bulent poſture, was heard to ſay, That he would ſpeedily 
tabe ſuch a Courſe that there ſhould be no more need of Men 
of War; This ſpeech was fo diſtaſted by the Souldiers 
that they conſpired againſt him, and his 
death.

was exacted, and blew it up 3 There were alſo day] 
bitter invettives and proteſts againſt the public 
Officers fixed in divers parts of the City z At which 
the Vice-Roy being Alarum'd , often Aflembled the 
fix Precin&s of the City to conſult abour the buſineſs, 
ſome being for, and others againſt caſing the People, 
ſaying, They were but a Company of Tatterdemalions who 
made all this noiſe; Beſides divers Great Men and Mer- 
chants of the Ciry had advanced upon this Gabel 
above fix hundred Thouſand Crowns, and were to 
pay eighty five Thouſand Crowns of Annual Rent;

Taxed bidgAccontia next day they refuſed to buy, 
bur one of the City O! perſwaded them to buy 
it for the preſent and promiſed that the Gabel ſhould 
be ſuddenly taken off, and fo prevailed with them 
for that time 3 Maſſanello ſeeing his expeRation fru- 
ſtrated, went up and down crying 3 Avant Gabe!

cer had not ſpecdil broken through with his Coach, 
and pot away to Palace, he had been torn' in 
pieces or ſtoned to death. Upon this ſucceſs the 
number of the People ſtill increaſing they exclaimed 
aloud againſt their oppreſſions, proteſting not to pay 
any more Gabels, crying out, Let the King of Spain 
live, and let the ill Government die. Maſſanello being 
thus attended with his Boys, and an infinite Com- 
ny of looſe People, who were now armed with 
tkes and Partizans. he leaped -upon a Table and with 
a loud voice cryed ; Be joyful my Dear Companions, give 
God Thanks that the hour of your Redemption draws near ; 
This poor bareſooted Fellow as another Moſes who freed the 
Iſraelites fom Pharaoh's Rod, ſhall Redeem you from all 
Gabels and Taxes. Peter a Fiſherman with his woice re- 
azemed Rome 3 and with it a world from Satans Slavery 
to the Liberty of Chriſt. Now another Fiſherman which is 
Maſlanello, ſbal! releaſe Naples, and with it a whole

This being done, the number ſo increaſed that eve- 
ry one ſhut up .his Shop, being aſtoniſhed at fo ſud- 
en a Tumult, who burnt down other Gabel-houſe 
for all other Goods with their Books and Writings; 
wherein it was very obſervable, that in plundering 
thoſe Houſes wherein were ſuch quantines of Money 
and rich Furniture, not one durſt meddle with the 
leaſt piece of any thing, but all was conſumed in theſf 
Flames, being, as they. ſaid, The Quinteſſence of thei 
bloud. The People —_— no oppoſition, were 
encouraged and encreaſed thereby 3 ſo that above Ten 
Thouſand made toward: the Palace of the Vice-Roy, 
carrying Loaves of Bread upon their Pikes and cry 
ing, Let the King of Spain live, and the ill Governma 
die; and Maſſanello and his Boys with doleful and 
loud voices as they went along the Streets laboure: 
to move all the People to joyn with them, and goin! 
to St. Zames's Priſon, they freed all the Priſoners,anc 
admitted them into their Society ; when they came 
ro the Palace, they cried out ; That they would not on 
be freed from the Gabel upon Fruits, but from all other Gu 
bels aiſo ; whereupon the Vice-Roy coming our into! 
Balcony, told them, That the Gabel ſhould be aboliſh 
and part of that upon Corn alſo. Burt they ſtill cried ou 
T bat they would not be releived in part, they would ha: 
the whole taben off ; adding, May the King of Spain {t 
wd the ill Government dy: Many of them attemptin 
to £0 up the Stairs to acquaint the Governour witl 
the reſt of their Grievances, they were kept back! 
the Guard of Souldiers ; But with cheir Canes, Clu 
a great Cry, they forced their Paſlage, and _—_ |

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Audience of the Vice-Roy , but he had withdrawn 
'. himſelf. So that when they came to the Hall-doofr, 
and found 1t ſhur, they broke it open, and at his 
Chamber they met with ſome further reſiſtance by 
Souldiers, but forcing them away, they had eaſe ac- 


ceſs mto all other rooms, even to the very Clofet __- 


where the Vice-Roy had hid himfelf, and though ir 
was double bolted, yet by main force they broke it 
open, where he had certainly loſt his life.but that two 
Noblemen with much ado, conveved him away 3 
Then he intended to have gone into the Caſtle, 
whither his Lady and Children had retired, but un- 
derſtanding that the Draw-Bridge was up, he took 
| Sanctuary in a Church and Friery, and fo out of a 
| Window gave the People notice that he was willing - 
to conitent them, and accordingly publiſher divers 
Schedules for taking off the Gabel from. Fruit, and 
art of that from Corn, yer were they not ſatisfied, 
ut made figns for him to come down, and (peak with 
them Face to Face, which he did accordingly in a 
Coach, but they upon pain of Death commanded 
him out, and ſome then ſaid, Sir, for the Love of God 
disburthen us at once of theſe Gabels, Let us have no mors 
Slavery, Let us breathe ; Then did the Vice-Roy grant 
their Requeſt, yet thinking himſelf unſafe, he threw 
ſome pieces of Gold among them, which whilſt they 
were ſcrambling for, he got into a Church, and for- 
tified the paſſages both of that and the Monaſtery. 
The People furiouſly followed him, and though at 
a Window he promiſed them fatisfaftion, yet they 
had Sranibens farther had not the Archbiſhop inter- 
poſed, and obtained ar. Inſtrument under the hand 
and Seal of the Vice-Roy, which he ſhewed to the 
People, and fo drawing him after them along the

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the Defence of the Faithful People of Naples to enrol ſome 
Armed men to procure a Total diſcharge of Gabtls. They, 
then diſarmed all theGuards and defired,yea beſeeched 
the Prince of Baſignano, Collonel General of the Bat- | 
talions of Naples who was well beloved amongſt them, 
to be their Defender and Interceſior to the Vice-Ro 
for the Total Aboliſhment of Gabels ; This Requeſt 
he could not refuſe, and therefore mounting on 
Horſeback, he went along with them, the number of 
Men and Loys ſtill encreafing till they were about 
fifty Thouſand ; The Prince uſed all poſſible means 
ro quiet the People, ſwearing, That be w6uld obtain for 
them what they deſired yer he prevailed nothing, for 
ſome of them ran to divers Priſons, breaking them 
open, freeing the Priſoners, and burming all the Books, 
and Procefles of Priſoners that were found in the Of. 
fices 3 Then going to the Toll-houſes for Corn, they 
burnt 1t quite down, together with much Corn, 
Houſhold-fiuff and Money ; Then they went to Sr, 
Lawrence's Church to ring the great Bell to warn all 
the people to Arm ; bnt there they met with ſome 
Refiſtance 3 in which time the Prince being almoſt 
{ſpent inthe Crowd (pt away 3; which the People un- 
derſtanding. cried out to Maſſanello ro be their Cap+ 
tain and ConduRor, who accepting the Charge, by I 
ſound of Drum ſtirred up all the People of the City & 
and Suburbs to take Arms, 
The day now declining, to prevent the infinite 
miſchief that was like to enſue, it was thought fit by 
ſome, that the Monks and Fryers ſhould go in Pro- 
ceſſion through the City to 1mplore the Divine help 1 
and if poſſible to quiet the People, whichaccordingly 
they did but without ſucceſs z .

' Guard, .ſlew ſome, and threatned to tear 1n pieces all 
the Spaniards in Naples, if they were not releaſed, to 
prevent which they were ſet free ; Then the Vice- 
Roy ſent ſome Lords to Maſſangilo with an inſtrument, 
wherein he granted as much as they defired the day 
before, that is, To tabe off all the Gabels, but this ſatis- 
fied notthe people, they would now have more, and 
all his Officers and Nobles ſhould . oblige themſelves 
to reſtore all their priviledges granted by King Ferdi- 
nand and Frederick, and the Emperour Charles the fifth 
and alſo that a Law ſhould be enafted,: That never an 
more Gabels ſhould be impoſed upon them ; The Vice-Ro 

- perceiving that they ſtill grew upon him, ſent ho 
them the Lords that were moſt Popular, who told 
them That his Excellency was ready to groe them all ſatis 
faftion; The people anſwered, That by their forementi 
ond Priviledges, no New Tax was to be impoſed witho 
conſent of the Pope, and if any were, that the City might 
defend their Liberties with the ſword, without any marh 
of Rebellion againſt thetr Prince, and therefore they dt 
manded the Original of thoſe grants ; With which ar

formed fo ſtrialy, that one for taking a little Towel 
out of thoſe Houſes was killed, another" for a Horſe- 
crouper had Fifty laſhes on his back, and ſome others 
for {mall Trifles were hanged by the Command of 
Maſſanello, and he that pityed rhe burning of thoſe 
mens Houſes or Goods was held no friend tothe peo- 
ple, the houſes were very ſtately , out of which they 
threw all ſorts of Plate, Diſhes, Stools, Tables, Chairs; . 
Carpets, Tapeſtry, and abundance of Money, all 
which they carried into the Market place, and burn-: 
ed, crying out 3 Theſe goods are 'our blood, and as theſe 
burn, jo the _— thoſe Dogs that own them deſerve to 
burn in Hell-frre, In one of theſe Palaces, befides all 

forts of rich Furniture, were brought out Twent 

Three t Trunks, which were full of Rich Clot 
of Gold, Tiflue, coftly Embroideries, that dazled the 
Eyes of the Beholders, a Cabiner of Pearls and 
—_ Stones, yet nothing was ſaved from the

The Vice Roy being deſirous to put an erid ro theſe 
Combuſtions and Burnings, ſent a Printed Inſtrument 
for aboliſhing all Gabels with a-General Pardon, which 
took no effect, becauſe the pardon was not (o full as 
they defired ; bur percieving that the Nobility in Ge- 
neral were hated, he reſolved ro employ two Advo- 
cates of the people, committing to their care and 
pradence the quieting of them, who told him no- 
thing would quiet them, unleſs the Original Charter 
of Priviledges granted by Charles 5 were delivergd to 
them, which he therefore ordered to be ſearchr out 
In the mean time Maſſanells commanded all the Mer- 
chants in the Name of the people to be ready in Arms 
for their ſervice; And himſelf went with his Train 
to all the Houſes of the Gentry, and others, to __ 
F 3 
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for. Arms, taking all they found of all forts, which 
were many Thouſands, with Nine Pieces of Ordnance, 
Two Canons they took our of a Ship; and Seven more 
eut of another z all which they planted at the mouths 
of Principal Streers 3 Thus ended the ſecond day, the 
Sun ſcarce appearing on the third Morning, when. the 
enraged People ran to the houſe of a Rich Farmer of 
the Gabel upon Corn 3; and it 15 incredible what. a 
world of Goods, very precious both for quantity and 
quality, were found in his houſe, all which they burn- 
e{{ to Aſhes, only two Boxes of Gold were preſerved 
and depoſited in the King's Bank 3 Then went they 
to the Palace of the Duke of Caivano, who was Secre- 
tary of the Kingdom, where. they burned his Books, 
Writings and Library, with infinite. ſtore of Rich 
Moveables and Urtenti!s, Coaches, Sedans, Couches. 
rare filyer Veſſels and Jewels of all kinds, ſtore 0 
, Curious Pictures, all which were burned, fave ſome 
that they ſent to Churches as counting them holy pie 
ces, jet burned their Rich Frames ; and haraſſed the 
houſe to the ground ; The. fire was ſo great that jt 
took hold of a Neighbouring Monaſtery of Nuns, and 
burnt down a gallant Library 3 The hke Deſolation 
were made in all houſes that Maſſanzllo appointed to 
deſitruticn, which were many of the ſtatelieſt in all 
Naples ; In one of them was found an ineſtimable 
Wardrobe, fit for a King, which was all deſtroyed; 
Others hid their Richeſt Moveables in Monaſteries, 
which were by the command of Maſſaneilo- brought 
out and burned, 

Whilſt the People were thus revenging themſelves 
on their ſuppoſed Adverſaries, by "the diligence of 
thoſe that were imployed, the Original Charters of 
their Priviledges were found out; which being carry- 
ed to the Vice Roy, he immediately ſent them word 
of it, promiſing all farisfation, bur they finding that 
delayes were made, demanded to be Maſters of the 
Tower, where the great Bell hung to ſound to war 
ar any time, as. alio of a Port: which they thought 

might 
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might be prejudicial to them, and to have the uſe cf 
the Artillery, and Arms of the City therein, and be- 
fore they could have an anſwer, Ten Thouſand of them 
Befieged and Affaulred the Tower, forcing the Soul- 
diers to depart, leaving all their Arms behind them ; 
Then by the Command of Maſſane/lo, the great Bell 
was. rung, and the Arms brought forth, yet with a 
+ Proteſtation, That they intended ndt to yeb?!, but only to 
ſtcure the people; The Charter not yet appearing, the 
People grew fo furious that they drew forth ocher 
goods ro be burnt, amongſt which they found the Pic-" 
tures of rhe then King of Spain, which they placed un- 
der a Rich Canopy, crying aloud, Let God lire, lit 
our King live, and lzt the ill Government dye; Then they 
planted many pieces of Ordnance 1n all places, and ict” 
Guards, and amongſt their Company marched many 
women 11 Warlke Equipage, lixe ſo many Amazons, 
and after them httle Girls with battoons and ſticks in 
their hands, and amongſt all ſeveral Bandits or thieves 
mingled themſelves, under a pretence to hel» the 
people, but indeed to mrich theraſclves by plunder, 
or plor ſome Treafon, | 
During theſe ſtirs they kept all Provifions our cf 
the Caſtle where the Vice-Roy was, and being- Ma- 
ſters hoth of Sea and Land, they k<ld him as it were 
Beſreged 3_ So rhar he ar laſt delivered the Original 
Charter to the Archbiſhop, togethcr with a Writing, 
wherein the Vice Roy promiſed frmly to ovierve it 3 
With theſe he went to the Market place; not doubt- 
Ing but to give them ſarisfa&tion. and probably he had 
done it, but that at the ſame inſtant a Conſviracy was 
diſcovered for the cutting oft ' Ma{ſanello, and when 
the Charter came to be read, they ſuipeted 1t not to |. 
be real, whereupon the Archbiſhop was in danger-of 
his Life, but he told Maſſanello it was the right, and 
one was appointed to examine it all might, which Hap- 
pened well for ſome, for otherwiſe thirty fix ſtately 


Houſes were appointed to have been burned down, 
but at the requeſt of the Archbiſhop, Maſſarello pre-

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ferved them ; Again, when the Inſtrument from the 
Vice Roy came to be read,” wherein was this paſlage, 
T2t \e pardoned the People for whatſoever they had done, 
promiſing to obtain ſuch pardon from bis Catholick Majeſty 
for any AT of Rebellion that had happened, they were 
greatly moved, and cryed out ; That they never com- 
mitted any Af of Rebellion, but had alwayes been his moſt 
faithful Vaſjals, praying tbat he might live a Thouſand years, 
And to thinking they were cheated and betrayed, 
they went on in forming their Militia, amongſt whom ' 
marched the women in great numbers armed, ſome 
- with Battoons on their necks, ſome with naked (words 
in their hands, others with ſwords, daggers, and 
knives, ſtrutted about the Streets, and marching be- 
fore the Palace Royal, having a man in the Front, 
and another in the Reer, ſtill crying out ; Let the 
King of Spain live, but the iil Government dye; Theſe 
.Commotions being reported abroad, the Spaniſh Soul- 
diers quartered in the adjacent Villages, haſtned to- 
ward Nap/es, which the People hearing. of, ſent out 
parties who diſarmed them, and turned them back, 
the like they did to Five Hundred Germans, who were 
coming from Caprzz 3 And Meaſſtanello made an order, 
That all thoſe Houſes wherein were the Pictures of the 
King an1 Queen of Spain, ſhould be thrown down, and 
the Armis of the maſt faithful perple of Naples ſhould be ſe 
up und:r Canopizs; And truly it was a wonder that he 
{hould have fo much regard and reſpeR, as to be able to 
rule things at his pleaſure in ſuch a City, avherein 
were ſo many Doctors, Merchants, Notaries, Scrive- 
ncrs, Proftors, Phyficians, Lawyers, Souldiers, and 
worthy Artizans, with a multitude of others, who 
were men of Judgment, Wit, Wealth and Valour, 
the meaneſt of them far Superiour to him in condi- 
tion 3 Bur from this third day, when he went from 
the people, to negotiate with the Archbiſhop, the 
Prelate remained aſtoniſhed at his Spirit and Parts; 
whereupon the People made him Captain General of 
all their Forces, and he ere&ing a Scattold —_ = | 
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Market place, with two more that aſſiſted him, gave - 
lick Audience, recieving from all ſorts, whether 
icks, or Ecclefiaſticks , Petitions, Memorials ; 
aſling orders, decreeing Civil, - Criminal, and Mi- 
henry Sentences, and had at his command an Army 
of an Hundred and Fifry Thouſand Men, befides 
Women and Boys, who were an incredible number, 
and thus ended the Third day, which was Tueſday. 
The Fourth day early in the. Morning, Maſſanells * 
commanded his Life-guard, confiſting of Seven or 
Eight Thouſand men, to . repair upon pain of death 
to the Palace of the Duke of Catuano, who was ac-* 
counted one of the Peoples greateſt enemies, and- 
again to plunder his houſe, notice being given of far 
richer goods than were before diſcoyered ; and ac- 
cordingly when they had broken it open, they found 
two Chambers full of the richeſt Tapeſtry that could 
be ſeen, with much other coſtly goods, then they 
went into his Gardens, where they brake the Marble 
Statues, grubbed up the Trees, Flowers, &c. and 
putting fire to ſeveral places, they burnt the houſe, - 
andall down to the ground z From thence they wenr - 
to the Palace of the young Duke his Son, to get the? 
reſidue of his Fathers Goods, preferved happily by 
him, and ruſhing. mm, they miſerably ſpoiled every 
thing 3 and to quicken them the Women and Boys 
brought Faggots, Pitch, Oyl and Straw, crying our, 
We bave but this little Straw -leſt in our Houſes, and it 
ſrall ferve to burn down the Kennels of theſe Dogs, who 
have impoſed and exatted theſe curſed Taxes and Gabils 
from 1s, and thereby ſucked out our blood; Other Women 
would bring their Children in their Arms, and put- 
ting fired Matches into their hands, they would make 
them throw them into the fire, ſaying, -Theſe pooy 
Lambs (hall tabe vengeance on theſe Thieves, for the bread 
which they have taken out of thiir Months; Yea, ſome- - 
times they added, Let God live for ever, and our King, 
and let theſe Dogs dye the death ; While the People thus

It was inſtantly done without delay 
or contradi&ion, a Glory that no King or Emperor 
ever yet attained to; He alſo by ſound of Trumpet 
Proclaimed, That the Dube of Matalomi, was a Rebel 
to his King and Countrey, and that whoever ſhould bring . 
him in, ſhould have thirty Thouſand Crowns in Gold, and 
that his head ſhould be a Ranſom for one hundred and fifty 
Panditi, &+c. and thus ended the Fourth. day being 
Wedneſday.

thoſe to whom Herod had recommended this barbarous Ex- 
ecution, conceived ſuch horror at it, that they reſolved to 
ſeve him, and to conceal him till after the death of bis Fa- 
ther, in which time he remained at Sydon, and now was 
come as from the Gates of Death to demand his Right, as 
being the undoubted and lawful Heir of the Kingdom. This 
Impoſtor had gained a ſubtle Fellow, a Servant of 
Herods -Houſhold, who taught -him all the Affairs of 
the Court, the People imbraced this Alexander as 2 
man returned from the other World ; when he ſaw 
himſelf ſtrong in Credit and Coin, he was fo confi- 
dent as to go to Rome, to queſtion the Right of the 
Crown againſt Heyodsother Sons 3 H2 preſented him- 
ſelf before Auguſins Ceſar, the diſtributer of Crowns, 
beſeeching him to pity theFortune of ſo wretched and 
poor a King, who threw himſelf at his Feet, as the 
Sanuary of Juſtice and Mercy ; Every one ſeemed 
already to favour him, as a Perſon much wronged ; 
but Auguſius a Monarch very penetrating , per- 
ceived this man taſted not of a Prince, for Wt 
him by the hand ke found his skin rough, as having ]_. 
exerciſed ſervile Labours; Hereupon the Emperor 
drew him aſide, Daying, Content thy ſelf to have bitherto 
abuſed all the world, but know thou art now before Augu- 
ſtus, I will pardoni thee upon Condition thou diſcover the 


Truth of this matter, but if thou lieſt in any point, thou art 


utterly 
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utterly loſt; The Man was ſoamazed at the Luftre of ſuch 
Majeſty.that throwing himſelf at his feet, he began to 
confeſs all the Contrivance 3 which done,the Emperor 
percervin him tobe none of the moſt impudent dar. 
ng impoſtors, faved his life, but condemned him tothe 
Gallies; The Tutor of this Counterfeit being obſerv- 
ed by the Emperor to be of a Spirit more crafty, and 
accuſtomed to evil Practices, was ordered ſpeedily to 
be put to death. Foſtpbus Antiquit. lib. 17. 

LXXXVY, Praxiteles the famous Artiſt in the ma- 

king of Statues, had promiſed Phyyne a beautiful Cur- 
tiſan, the beſt and choice of all the pieces in his Shop, 
to take from thence one ſingle Statue as ſhould be 
moſt pleaſing to her ; but ſhe not knowing which was 
moſt valuable, devifed this Artifice to be ſatisfied 
therein, ſhe cauſed one to come as in great haſt, and 
to tell Praxiteles, That his Shop was on Fire ; he be- 
ing ſtartled at the News, cryed out, Is the _ of 
Cupid and the Satyr ſafe ; By this Subrilty ſhe found 
- out, wherein the Artiſt himſelf believed he had ex- 
preſſed moſt kill, and thereupon ſhe choſe the Capia.

LXXXVI. Dr. Fuller relates this paſlage in his Ho!y

vain and fruitleſs' one, for at his return he brought

the Captains Tent, accompanied with a Confelior and 
an Exccutioner, as his Cuſtom was ; and coming into 
his Preſence, told the Captain, That he was come to 
execute the Dukes Commiſſion, and Martial Law upn him ; 
The Captain ſuddenly ſtarted up, fo ſtruck with a- 
mazement that his hair ſeemed to ſtand an end, ask- 
ing hin, wherein bave I offended the Duke ; The Provoſt 
replyed Sir I am not to expyſtulate the buſineſs with you, 
but to execute my Commiſſion, therefore pray prepare your ſelf, 
for bere's your Ghoftly Father, and your Executioner,z The 
_ hereupon fell on his knees before the Preiſt, - 
and having fimnſhed his Confeſſion, the Hangman was 
going to put the Halter about his Neck, but the Provoſt 
threw it away, and breaking out into a Laughter told 
him.There was no ſuchthing,& that he had done this only to 
try his Courage, how be could bear the Terror of Death ; The 
Caprain looked ghaſtly upon himand ſaid, Then Sir get 


you out of my Tent, for you have done me a very ill Office; The . '

The Captain having 
obtained this, went to the Warden, and told him the 
Dukes Intention, and that the cheif occaſion which 
moved him to it, was becauſe he had an unruly Pro- 
volt about him, who was oft-rimes ſubje&t to Firs of 
Frenzy, and becauſe he wiſhed him well, he had 
tried divers means to cure him, bur all would not do, 
therefore he was reſolved to try whether keeping him 
cloſe in Bed/an for ſome days would do himany good ;

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revealed it to any Soul breathing, but now I will tell your

by the Lords Adriaen Pauw L1yd of Bennebrock, Pre 
fant, Aelbrecht Nierox, William Goes Lord of Bo- 
ekhorſtenburg, Frederick-of Lieu, Lord of Zoeter- 
meer, Cornelis Baen, and Matheus Gool, Cowrſellors 
of Holland and Weſtfriezland, pronounced in the Voor- 
_ Gate of the ſame Court, Auguſt the 20th, 
1672, 

re this ſentence was publiſhed, the Barbar 7. 
chelaar being relcaſed out of Priſon, reported through 
the Town,. That be was the Perſon who had accuſed. tit 
Ruwart, who was baniſhed for ever, when he as thy 
might all ſee was ſet at liberty ; Immediately after this, 
the ſentence being Publiſhed, accafioned great mur- 
murings amongſt the Burgers, who judged it to be 
unjuſt; ſince they ſaw the Barber was ſet at liberty, 
and that conſequently his Accuſarion againſt the Ru- 
wart mult be real, which if it had been falſe, rhe Bar- 
ber would undoubtedly have been puniſhed, and the 
Rawart van putten releaſed 3 upon which they argu- 
ed, that it appeared plainly, that the Ruwart had

was no fooner alighted, and gone in, but the Burgers 
cauſed h's Coach to drive away z About 11. a Clock. 
the two Brothers. coming down to take Coach, the 
Watch threatning to fire thgjr Muſquets on them, 
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while the body of the Watch came to their Centi- 
nels Aſſiſtance, and beating an Alarum,-in a ſhorr 
ome raifed ſix Compames of Burgers, -two'whereof 
placed themſelves round about, and before the Pri- 
lon Gate, the reſt were drawn out on -the outward 
Court, while the three Troops of Horſe, which were 
quartered in the Hague immediately mounted, and

About {ſix a Clock in the Evening the Burgers 
which guarded the Priſon Gate, reſolved to open the 
lame by force, and take out the two- brothers, they 
being jealous that either by ſubtle ſtratagem or vio- 
tence they would be fetched from thence the approach- 
ing night ; Whereupon they began to diſcharge their 
Muskets againſt the door of the Priſon-3. which not 
opening, they ferchr great Hammers and Chaſlels, 
ind therewith broke open the doors and locks ;;be- 
ing centred, ſeveral of them ran up ſtairs, and com 
Ing into the Chamber, -they found Rinwart in his Za+ 
þzz Night-Gown lying on his Bed, and the. Council 
Pentionary his Brother fitting at che Beds feet, read> 
ing in a book, which laying aſide, he asked the Bur- 
ers, what this violence meant 2? and what they wonld have 2? 
To which no other anſwer was made, bur that they 
muſt both of them go down ; Hereupon they pulled 
Riwart from the Bed, not ſuffering, him to.pur on 
any more cloaths, but with bitrer Curſes and Excla- 
mations puſhed them down-ſt. is, in ſuch a violent 
manner that one of thgurgers wounded.

E,rft in5ed down Ry 
wart Van Puttet, whilſt ali: Ive or 1 ces from 
thence, ohn de Wit recieved a bow 07 his £ oxchead 
with the But cnd of a Mucket. nd fel! likewiſe dom 
on the ground. but being not quite dead, he was ſhot 
through the head with a P ''ol, which made him pive 
up the Ghoſt ; Ruwart 1 che mean time was ſta\bed 
in the body with {cvcral ſwords ; Afrer waich both 
their bodies hav 1: recieved ſeveral wounds, as -well 
by Musket ſhors a: otherwiſe z The rude multitude 
broke in among ihe Burgers, rearing their cloaths 
from their dead bodies, and dragyed them naked 
by the Legs alon; the Streers to the Scattold, where 
Rewart not bein? quire dead breathed his laſt. 

The Bodies thus n:znglcd were hung up by the feet 
on a Gi>bet. where they were kickrand ſpit on.. On 
this blocdy Stage, the laſt part of this Tragedy was 
Ahed, by ſeveral inhumane , and moſt barbarous 
people, who firſt pluckt off the hair from the heads 
of their Maſſacred Bodies, beat the Teeth out of 
their Mouths, pulled out their Tongues, cut off thar 
Ears, Noſes, and Privy parts, chopped off their Fin- 
_ Toes, and that with ſuch Helliſh Oaths and 

es as were never before heard of ; Bur this not 
ſufficing, they ript up their Breaſts and Bellies, tore 
out their Hearts and Bowels, ſo that their Bodies had 
more reſemblance to Nlaughrered Beaſts, than of men; 
*Art laſt, the darkneſs of the night ended this horri- 
ble Tragedy, and all returned to their ſeveral Habi- 
tations; The bodies were by ſome certain perſons, 
who came in diſpuize, taken from the Gibbet, carry- 
ed home, and ſome days after privately buried , 
while the Members of the {lain are fold up and _ 
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the Streets, a Finger for 15 Stivers, a Joint of a Fin-"* * 


ger for 12, an Ear for 25, a Toe for 10, and fopro- 

jonably ; Their cloaths were alſo ſold by pieces, 
and kept as Relicks of the Barbarity of popular rage 
and infolence. 

XCIX. Todivert the Reader after this lamentable 
ſtory, I will here inſert the famous Relation of the 
Evveſian Matron, as 1t 1s written by Petronius, and di- 
yers other remarkable Authors. There was a Ma- 
tron in Epheſus of ſo noted a chaſtiry, that the Wo- 
men of the neighbouring parts flocked thither to be- 
hold her ; She when ſhe buried her Husband, was not 
content with the common _ to follow the Herſe 
with diſchevelled hair, or in the fight of the Afliſt- 
ants to beat upon her bare breaſts, but ſhe alſo fol- 
lowed the deceaſed into the very Monument, and ha-' 
ving ſeen it laid there jn its peculiar apartment, after 
the Greebþ manner, ſhe remained there to keep the 
Body, and to lament it for whole nights and days to- 
gether 3 Her Parents nor Kindred could not prevail 
to get her away, and the Magiſtrates themſelves ha- 
ving in vain attempted it, departed from her : All 
men bewailed a woman of fo ſingular an example, 
and it was the fifth day fince ſhe had taſted any food ; 
Her faithful Maid fate by her mournful Miſtriſs, and 
when her own tears were ſpent, lent her others, re- 
pairing alſo the light of the Monument, as oft as it 
required 1t 3 She was ther<!ore the only diſcourſe of 
the City, and it was confeſſed by all men, that ſhe 
was the only true aud moſt illuſtrious example of 
Conjugal Chaſtity and Love; In the mean time the 
Governour of the Province had commanded; that 
certain Thieves ſhould be Crucified near to that very 
Dormitory , where the Marron lament.d her lately 
departed Husband'; The” next nighr therefore the 
Souldier (that was ſet to guard the Gibbetrs. leaſt any 
ſhould Ncal rhe Bodies thence, and bury them) per- 
cieving 4 clear light amongſt the Monuments, and 
hearing the ſighs of ſome Mourner, in a etſy 
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that is incident to Humane Nature, he was deſirous to 
know who: was there, and what they did ; He there. 
upon deſcends into the Monument, where beholdi 
a moſt beautiful Woman, art firſt fight he ſtood im- 
moveable ; Soon after eſpying the dead body, con- 
ſidering her Tears, and thoſe 1njuries ſhe had done 
to her Face with her Nails, judging of the matter a; 
It was, that the Woman was not able to bear the death 
of her Husband ; He went and fetch'd his Supper 1n- 
to the Monument ; and began to exhort the Mourner 
that ſhe would nor perſiſt in a vain Greif, or diſtend 
her heart with unprofitable ſighs 3 He repreſented, 
that the ſame Fate waited upon them all, that all 
come at laſt to that long home ; and ſpake ſuch other 
things as ſerve to appeaſe ſuch Hearts as are exaſperat- 
ed with Greif; But ſhe wounded with unknown Sor- 
row, rent her Breaſts with greater Vehemence, and 
pulling off her hair threw it on the breaſt of her de- 
ceaſed Husband which lay before her 3 Norwithſtand- 
ing all which, the Souldier left not the place, but with 
the fame Exhortations, attempted to bring the Wo- 
man to the taſt of ſome Food ; Ar laſt the Maid (cor- 
rupted 'tis likely by the Odour of the Wine ) reach- 
ed our her Conquered hand to receive the Humani 
of him that invited her, and having refreſhed her 
"with meat and drink, ſhe began to attempt upon the 
-obſtmacy of her Miſtriſs ; What, ſaid ſhe, will it ad- 
vantage you if you ſhall perih with Famine, if you ſhall bu- 
ry your ſelf alive, if you ſhall render up your uncondemntd 
breath before your appointed time, 


Think you the Ghoſts or Aſhes of the Dead 
Regard what Tears their Superiors ſhed ? 


Will you reſtore him to life again in deſpight of all the Db 
ſtinies that 9rpoſe it ? or will you rather forſaking a Femi- 
nine Error, enjoy the Comforts of Life as long as you may bt 
permitted ? That very Body which lies extended before you, 
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No Perſon 1s unwilling to hear, when they are ad- 
viſed to ſave their Lives, and therefore the Lady be- 
ing dry with ſeveral days abſtinence, ſuffered her Ob- 
ſhnacy to be prevail'd upon, and filled her ſelf with 
meat as preedily as her Maid had done before 3 But 
with the ſame Blandiſhments wherewith the Souldi- 
er had prevailed with the Matron to live, with the 
lame he attempts her Chaſtity alſo; The young Man 
ſeemed to this chaſt One, neither unhandſom nor un- 
coquent and the Maid too ſeeking to get him into her 
favour repeated ever and anon; 


And will you ftill reſiſt bind Love, nor care 
Within what ſolitary Feilds we are ; 


To be ſhort,the woman abſtained not from any kind 
of Familiartty, the viRorious Souldier overcame, and 
they lay together not only that night, but the next 
and a third after; The entrance of the Monument 
being cloſed, that it might be ſuppoſed the moſt chaſt 
Woman had expired upon the Corps of her Husband, 
Bur the Souldier delijghred with the Beauty of the 
Woman, and alſo with the Privacy, bought what he 
was able, and at the entrance of the night brought ir 
to the Monument; where he continued till Morning 3 
The Parents therefore of one of the Thieves lately 
executed, perceiving how ſlightly the Bodies were 
pvarded, took down their Son from the Gallows, and 
committed him to the Earth ; Bur the Souldier in we 
Morning perceiving that one of the Gibbets waz-with- 
out its Carcaſs, and fearing the puniſhment of His neg- 
let, told the Woman what had happened, and w.thal 
that he would not expect the Sentence, bur would 
puniſh himſelf ſor his negle& with his own ſword, be- 
ſeeching her to afford him a place for Burial, and to 
make a fatal Repoſitory for her Friend as well as for 
her Husband; The Weoraan,no leſs compaſſionate than 
chaſt, cryesour, Certain ſaid ſhe, the Heavens will not 
ſuffer that at the ſame time I ſhould behold the Funerals of

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two men the deareſt unto me of all other, T bad rather part 
with the dead than ſlaughter the Living z And havi 
ſaid this, ſhe commands the body of her dead husban 
ro be taken out of the Coffin, cuts off his Noſe to 
disfigure his Face. and delivers him to be hanged on 
the Gibbet that was empty 3 The Souldier made uſe 
of the Wit of this Wiſe Woman, and the next day ir 
was the wender of the People which way the dead 
Theif was again got upon the Gallows ; The Woman 
hereby diſcovering the inſtability and unconſtancy of 
Humane Nature, in changing her extraordinary Grief 
for the dead into ſuch an extream doting on theLiving, 
and {© .oon to expoſe the former to the diſgrace of a 
Thief and Malefattor, for her kindneſs to _ =o latter, 
whom ſhe had known bur a few days before. Wan!)

C. It was a ſtrange Accident, and 1s related by dj. 
vers Authors which happened at a Town called Han- 
mel in the Dutchy of Brunſwick 1n Germary in the year 
of our Lord 1284, = 26, This Town being grie- 
vouſly troubled with Rats and Mice, there came to 
them a Pied Coar Piper, who agreed with the Bur-

The Seven Provinces or the Commonwealth 
of Holland, were formerly under the Dominion of the 
King of Spain, as well as the other Ten in Flanders 
are now, and Charles the gth. Emperor and King of 
Spain, had a Defign to reduce them all to a Kingdom, 
which his Son Philip the ſecond likewiſe attempted, 
but could never Effe&, becauſe of the multiplicity and 
difference of their Rights, Privil and Immuni- 
nes, which could not poſlibly be reduced under one 
Monarchy 3; Philip the ſecond at his Inauguration into 
theſe Provinces was ſworn to obſerve theſe Ri 
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Qath, ſtill to ſend one of his own bloud to Govern 
them 3 Moreover at the requeſt of the Knights of the 
Golden Fleece, he promiſed all Forreign Souldiers 
ſhould be removed, and thar he himſelf would come 
to viſit them once in every ſeventh year ; Bur being 
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once gone, and leaving inſtead of a Sword, a Diſt 

or unwaildy Woman to Govern them, He not © 
broke his pronuſe with them, but procured a Diſj 
ation from che Pope to be abſolved and- freed from 
0 fhis Oath, and all this by the Council of the Cardinal 
n- Y6roil, who (as the States Chronicler writes ) was 
At Fthe firſt Firebrand who kindled that lamentabſe and 
< bng War, whercin the Netherlaxders traded above 
I 


ind at his departure for Spain obliged himſelf by an 
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of fifty years in bloud 3 For intending, 76 incyeaſe thy 


mumber of Biſhops, To eſtabliſh the Decrees of the Council 
Trent, and to deſtroy the Power of the Council of State, 
compoſed of the Natives of the Land, by mabing it appeal- 
able to the Council of Spain, and by adding to the former 
Oath of Allegiance many particulars for ſettling the Bloudy 
Spaniſh Inquiſition and curbing their Conſciences in matters 
of Religins Theſe harſh, unreaſonable and Illegal 
Invaſions upon their Civil and Religious Rights and 
Liberties, were the firſt occaſions of thoſe dreadful 
Broyls and Devaſtations which after happened. 

To _—_ which, Ambaſſadors were diſpatched 
to Spain from the Netherlands, whereof the two firſt 
"came to violent Deaths, the one being beheaded. and 
the other poyſoned, but the two laſt, Count Ezmond 
and Horn were ſtill fed with falſe hopes, till Philip the 
ſecond had prepared an Army under the Condut of 
the D. of Alva, to compoſe the difference by Arms ; 
For as ſoon as he came to the Government, he efſta- 
bliſhed the Blozt-Rad (as the Hollanders termed it) or 
Council of Bloud, made up moſt of Spaniards; Count 
Egmond and Horn were apprehended, and afterward 
Beheaded 3; Citradels were ereted, and the Oath of 
Allegiance, with the Political Government of the 
Countrey in divers things altered. This powered Oil 
on the Fire formerly kindled, and put all in Combu- 
ſtion. The Prince of Orange retires, thereupon his 
eldeſt Son was ſurprized, afid ſent as Hoſtage into 
Spain, and above 5000 Families leave the Countrey ; 
Many Towns revolted which were afterward reduced 
to obedience z which made the Duke- of Alva fay 
That the Netherlands belonged to the King of Spain, nt 
only by Deſcent, but Conqueſt; After this he attempted 
to impoſe the Tenth Penny, for maintenance of the 
Garriſons in the Citadels he had erected at Grave, V- 
tretcht, and Antwerp (where he cauſed his Statue made 
of Canon Braſs to be ereted, trampling the Belgians 
under his Fcet ) but all the Towns withſtood this 
Impoſition, ſo that at laſt marters ſucceeding ill wii 
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him, and having had his dear Friend Pacecio hanged 


I: the Gates of Fluſhing, after he had likewiſe traced 


out the Platform of a Citadel in that Town, he was 
recalled back to Spain z Don Lewes de Requiſeus ſuccee- 
ded him, whocame ſhort of his Predecefſors Exploits, 
ind dying ſuddenly jn the Feild, the Government 
was inveſted for the time in the Council of State. 

The Spanih Souldiers being without a Head, ga- 
thered together to the number of 1500, and commir- 
ted ſuch Outrages up and down, that they were Pro- 
daimed Enemies to the State, hereupon the Pacifica- 
ton at Gaunt was Tranſated, one Article whereof was, 
That all Forreign Souldiers (hould quit the Countrey 5 This 
was ratified by the King, and obſerved by Don John of 
Aria who ſucceeded in the Government ; yer Dor: 
Jobn retained the Lands-Knights ſtill, as fome thought 
tor Invading England;He kept the Spaniards alſo hover- 
ng about the Frontiers for all occaſions.Certain Letter: 
were intercepted which made a Diſcovery of ſome Pro- 
kts, and cauſed the War to bleed afreſh; Dorn Joh: 
was hereupon proclaimed an Enemy to the State, and 
the Arch-Duke Matthias was ſent for, who being a 
Man of ſmall Performance, and improper for the 
Times, was diſmiſt, but upon Honourable Terms ; 
Dor Fohn ſoon after dyes, Gene ſaid of the Pox, then 
comes in the Duke of Parma, 2 man 2s of a different 
Nation,(being an 1talizn,) ſo of a differing Temper and. 
more Moderate Spirit, and of greater performance 
than all the reſt, reducing ſeveral Cities and great 
Towns to the Spaniſh Obedience 3 He had threeſcore 
Thouſand Men in Pay, the choiceſt which Spain and 
Italy could afford. At this time the French and Eng- 
ib Ambaſſadors interceding for a Peace, had a ſhort 
anſwer of King Philip the ſecond, who ſaid, That he 
weded rot the help of any to reconcile himſelf to Fs own 
Subjetts, and reduce then to Conformity, but what difference 
there was, he would rfer to bis Coſin the Emperor ; Here- 
upon the buſineſs was Treared at Co/ez, where the 
9aiard ſtood as high a Tiptoe as ever, and notwith- 
ſanding the vaſt expence of Bloud and Treaſure he

.had been at for ſo many years, and thar matters he. 
gan to exaſperate yet more, which would prolong the 
War for ever, he would abate nothing 1n point of 
Ecclifiaſtic Government, but would impoſe the bloudy 
Spaniſh Inquiſition upon their Souls, and Turkiſh Sla- 
very upon their Bodies and Eſtates. 
Hereupon the States perceiving that King Philiy 
* could not be wrought either by the folicitations of 
other Princes, or their own ſupplications ſo often re- 
peated , That they inight enjoy the Fre:dom of Religion, 
with other Cicul Rights, Freedoms, and Infranchiſements, 
to which he was obliged by Oath; being provoked like- 
wiſe by that Bar or Proclamation, which was publiſhed 
againſt the Prince of Orange, That whoſoever killed vin 
ſhould have 5000 Crowns, They at laſt abſolutely re- 
nounced and abjured the King of .Spaiz for their So- 
veraign 3 They broke his s, Changed the Oath of 
Allegiance, and fled into France for Succour 3 They 
ſer up the Duke of Anjou quay + to them by 
Queen Elizabeth to whom he was a Suitor ) for their 
Prince ; who attempted tro render himſelt Abſolute, 
and ſo thought to ſurprize Antwerp, but received 
there an 1ll-favoured repulſe ; Yet nevertheleſs the 
United Provinces (for fo they termed themſelves ever 
after.) fearing to diftaſt their next great Neighbour 
France, made a ſecond Offer to that King, To dzjrre his 
Protettion and £overaignty; But he had too many Irons 
in the Fire at home, the Unholy League growing daily 
ſtronger againſt him, he therefore anſwered them, 
T hat bis Shirt was nearer to him than his Doublet ; Then 
had they recourſe to Queen Elizabeth, who partly for 
her own Security, and partly for Intereſt in Religion 
reacht them a ſupporting hand, and ſent them Men, 
Money, andthe Earl of Leiceſter for their Governour, 
who not agreeing with their Humor, was ſoon recal- 
led, without any outward diſlike on the Queens fide, 
for ſhe left her Forces ſtill with them, but upon their 
Expence; She lent them afterward ſome Confiderable 


Sums of Money , and received the Towns of ps 
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and Fluſhing fer her Security, and ever after the ©” 
Englih were the beft Sinews of their War, and the 
Atcheivers of the greateſt exploits among them. 

Having thus made ſure of the Englith ; = held 
the Spaniard tack many years, and during thoſe Tra- 
verſes of War were very Fortunate againſt him ; 
At laſt a Treaty of Peace was propounded, which 
the States or ſeven Provinces would not agree to f1n- 
gly with the King of Spain, unleſs the Provinces that 
yet remained under him would engage themſelves to 
the performance of the Arricles, beſides they would 
not Treat either of Peace or Truce, unleſs they were 
declared Free-States, and Treated by the Title of The 
High and Mighty States of the United Provinces, all 
which was granted. and fo a Truce was Concluded, 
which ended in a Peace that has continued without 
any conſiderable Interruption even to this day ; 
Theſe Wars did much drain and impoveriſh the 
_—_ Spain by reaton of the diſtance from thence 
to the Netherlands, for every Souldier that he ſent 
from Spain, and Paly, coſt him near an Hundred 
Crowns before he came into Flanders 5 So that not- 
withſtanding his Silver and Gold Mines of Mexico and 
Perry, 1t plunged him deeply in debt, inſomuch that - 
having taken up moneys in all the chief Banks of 
Chriſtendom, he was forced to. diſpenſe with himſelf 
from Payment by a Declaration publiſhed to thar pur- 
poſe, alledging, That he could not pay it, baving imploy- 
ed rhoſt moneys, as he ſaid, for the Publich Peace of Chri- 
ſtendom 3 This broke many great Bankers, and his 
Credit was not good in his own Towns of Sevil and 
Lsbony and which was worſe, while he was thus 
wreſtling with his own SubjeRs, the Timhs took the 
Opportunity to ſeize the two ſtrong Forts of Tynis and 
Goletta in Afizz, which were the Trophies of Charles 
the fifth his Father, 

So eager was he in this Quarrel, that he employed 
the utmoſt of his ſtrength and Induſtry to reduce this 
People to his Will, in regard he had an Intent to 
I 3 make 
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make theſe Provinces his Main Rendevouz, and Ma. 
gazine of Men of War, which his Neighbours perceiv- 
ing, and thar he had an Aim to be a Weſtern Monarch, 
they ſtuck cloſe to the Hollanders, not ſo much, it 
may be, out of Love, as Reaſons of State 3 and this was 
that Boge which Secretary Walſmgham told Q. Elizabeth, 
re would caſt to the King of Spain, that ſhould !a't hin 
twenty years, and perhaps make his Teeth (habe in his bead ; 
And io it happened, for it was ſaid, That he might hav 
paved the Streats of Madrid with Silver, and covered the 
Ho:ſ's thereof with Gold, with the money that he Fpent in 
5 Wars of the Netherlands. Thus this great Prince 
Dy embracing violent and unreaſonable Counſels, and 
cndeavouring to deprive his Subjects of their Liber- 
ries, contrary to the Obligations of Honour and Con- 
iczence, was unfortunate 1n all his Enterprizes; and 
at Jaft obliged ro acknowledge them, who were willing 
ro have been his Subjeas, to be as 1t were his Equals 
and Competitors.

CIT. The Adventures and Dangers of Mr. Zobn Watts 
are no leſs remarkable than any yer mentioned, which 
are related by himſelf, as followeth, This obn Watts 
being about 18 years of Age, ſhipt himſelf at Deal1n 
the Peachtree of London, of . 60 Tunin Jane 1668; 
The Ship had not been long in the Downes but a fair 
Ga'e preſenting, they hoiſted Sail z The firſt place 
they rouched at was the Gold Coaſt, and from thence 
they went to Old Calabar, in the Bith of Guinng ; 
They entred a River called Croſs River into Pirates 
INmd;, After they had taken in their Negroes and rea- 
dyto Sail, the Maſter calls up the Boarſwain and three 
men more, whereof Watts was one, and commands 
them to look out the Copper Bars that were left, and 
carry them on ſhore to try if they could ſell them ; 
The Boatſwain with his ſmall Company deſired that 
they might have Arms with them, not believing the 
common Report, that they were an harmlef*, Inno- 
cent People z They took with them three 'Muskets 
and a Piſtol, and fo rowed toward the ſhore, but - 
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far from it, our Match fell unhappily into the Water, 
and our ſhip being fallen down from that narrow part 
of the River nearer the Sea, = out of our ſight, 
we were conſulting what would be ſafeſt for us to do.,. 
we were not willing voluntarily to deſtroy our ſelves, 
and were aſhamed to return toour Ship before we had 
diſpatched our buſineſs ; Art length the Boatſwain 
ſent the Relator John Wats on ſhore to the firſt houſe 
to light our Match, that we had recovered our of the 
Water after it was extin&, which he readily obeyed 3 
Bur before he was twenty Rods from the Waterſide, 
he was ſeized on - Soy Blacks, or rather Tawny 
Moors, and by them haled above half a mile up into 

the Countrey, and thrown with great violence upon 
his Belly, and ſo compelled to lye till MM him, 
and more Company coming to them, they were ſo- 
eager for his poor Canvas Apparel, that ſome they 
tore off, others they cut off, and with that ſeveral 
pieces of his Fleſh, ro his Intolerablepain ; with theſe 
rags they made little Childrens Aprons to cover their 
oy » Linnen and Woollen being«very ſcarce 


The Boatſwain ſeeing John Wats thus carried away, 
was reſolved with his two Companions to have him 
again, with the venture of their Lives ; They Arm 
themſelves ; bur whilſt they were conſulting whether 
to verture on ſhore or not 3 of a ſudden they were 
beſet with about a Dozen men in ſeveral Canoes, but 
they valiantly maintained their Boar for three hours, 
for after two or three Muſquers were diſcharged 
defended themſelves with the Oars and Boathooks ; 
The Boatſwain received a mortal wound in his Groin, 
and fell down in the Boat ; the other two adventured 
mto the River, endeavouring by ſwiming to eſcape 
the mercileſs hands of Cruel Infidels ; But the Negroes 
with their ſwift Canoes ſoon overtook them, and 
brought them on ſhore ts the place where John Wats 


was; The Negroes toox the Boatſwain our of the 


Ships Boar, and inſtead of endeayouring to preſerve | 
I 4 his 
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his bte, they preſently cur off his head with a ſharp 
weapon before his Companions Faces; and whilſt he 
\vas yet recking 1n his Bloud, they barbarouſlycut off 
pcices of Fleſh from his Buttocks, Thighs, Arms, and 
Shoulders, and broiling it on: the Coals, they with 
grcat impatience, eagerly cat it before our faces as a 
moſt rare Banquet, to our great terror and aſtoniſh- 
ment 3 About fourtcen days after, one of the Com- 
paay fell ſick, but inſtead of being Phyſitians to cure 
him, they were his Butchers to murther him 3; The 

icrved himas they did the Boatſwain, cutoff his head, 
and broiled and car up his fleſh, and rejoyced ecx- 
cecdingly at this pleaſant Entertainment 3 Ten days 
aftcr the third fell ſick, whom they uſed in the ſame 
manner; Theſe dreadful Executions much affected 
Zoos Wats, who expefted hourly to taſte of the fame 
Cruelty, but through Divine providence, notwith- 
ſtanding the Alteration of the Chmate,want of Clothes, 
and the ſtrangeneſs of the Food which was only Herts, 
he continued in good health, and the Natives who 
daily expefted another Banquet were diſappointed, 
either their Cuſtoms, or the overruling power of Hed- 
ven not ſuffering them to deſtroy him while he was 
well. 

His Maſter therefore reſolved to ſell him,with whom 
he was __—_ to diſcourſe, Wats having about 
three years before been in the Weſi-Indies, where he 
had learned the” Tata Language, whnch 1s eafily at- 
tained, being comprehended in a very few words. and 
all the Negroes ſpeak it ; He defired to know of his 
Maſter the reaſon of their Cruelty, who bid him be 
{ſarisfhed, fince unleſs he were fick he ſhould not have 
his head cut off, In the Boat with which they went 
firſt aſhore one Muſquer of the three was ſaved, and 
had nor been diſcharged, which his Maſter brought 
to him to teach him the-uſe of it, -which for fear of 
his Maſters diſpleaſure and their inhumanity he en- 
deavoured to do, but —— profeſÞng their Ip- 
norance, he was forced to it off ; Butche Negros 
VvV ' 
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who expefted ſome delighr{.:. rhing, being fruſtra-- 
ted, and at the ſudden noiſe and flaſh of fire, which 
they very much dread. fled from him greatly aftright- 
ed ; yer ſoon after, hearing to more of that noiſe, 
they came up to him again, commanzing him to do 
the like ; Kc told them, he had not Powder which 
was the cauſe of the noiſe, but this would not fatis- 
he theſe Barbarians 3 and therefore thinking 1t wilful- 
neſs, they would have murthered him, had not his 
Maſter reſcued him ; After thys, in diſcourſe with 
his Maſter, he told him, That naturally the people were 
evil, and ſimply honeſt, but if __ full of revenge ; 
md that this their barbarous dealing was occaſioned by 
ſome unhandſome attion, of carrying a Native away from 
thence without their leave about a year before, they reſolu- 
ing if any came on ſhore, they ſhould never go off alive. 
About 95 weeks after Wats had been in the Coun- 
try, his Maſter preſented him to his King, named 
"me King of the Buckamores, who immediately gave 
him to his Daughter, called Onjjab 3 when the King 
went abroad, he attended him as his Page, through- 
out the whole Circuit of his Dominions, which ws 
not above 12 Miles, yet he boaſted extreamly of his 
Power and Strength, glorying exceecingly that he 
had a White Man to atrend him, whom he imployed 
to carry his Bow and Arrows ; In ſeveral places far 
from the Seafide, the people would run away from 
him for fear, others would fall down, and ſeem to 
worſhip him, uſing thoſe Actions as they do to their 
Gods 3 Their progreſs was never ſo long, but they - 
could return home at night, but never without 2 
handſome load of a cup of the Creature ; for he ſel- 
dom or never went abroad, and came home ſober ; 
Their drink is of the beſt Pa/m Wine, and another 
fort of ſtrong Liquor called Penvore 3 Wats knew 
quickly how to humour this profound Prince, and if. 
any of the Natives abuſed him, upon his complaine 
he had Redre(s, as once by ſtriving with a Negro, his 
arm was broke, man y Providence more oo 
5 | 
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Mn kill was ſet again. After ſome Months, the King of 


Ca/:manch, whoſe name was Einmancha, hearing of 
this beautiful White, Courted his Neighbour Prince 
to ſell him to him 3 at length they ſtruck a bargain, 
and Wats was ſold for a Cow, and a Goat. 

This King was a very ſober and moderate perſon, 
free from the treacheries and miſchiefs that the other 
was ſubje&t to ; He would often diſcourſe Wats, and 
ask him of his King and Country ; whether his King- 
doms and Dominions were as big as his, which were 
not above 25 Miles in length, and 15 in breadth ; 
W-ts told him as much as his underſtanding and 
years made him capable of, keeping ſtill within the 
bounds of modeſty, and yer relating as much as po- 
fible to the Honour ind Dignity of his Soveraign 
Frrſt informing him of the greatneſs of one of his 
Ringdomes, the ſeveral Shires and Counties it con- 
rrined, with the number of 1ts Cities, Towns and 
Caſt'es, the ſtrength of each, the infinite Inhahitants 
and valour of. his Subjects 3 One of theſe Kingdoms 
4s enough tufficiently to amaze this Petry Gover- 
Nour, that he had no nced to mention any more of 
Mis Maictties Glory and Dignity 3 It put him into 
iuch a protcund Conſternation, that he reſolved to 
nnd our ſome way to ſhew his reſpetts to this Mighty 
Prince, and told John Wats, that if be could find but 4 
Paſſage, hewould let bim go t» England, to tell bis Ma- 
reſty of the great favour and reſpett be had for him ; 
Which did not a little rejoyce our Englihmar ; with- 
al the King told him 3 He would ſend him a preſent which 
(hox'd be two Cabareets or Goats, which they value very 
highly, the King himſelf having not above 16 or 18 
of them ; Wats tells the King, that the King of Eng: 
Lind bad many Thouſands of his Subjefts who were unat 
ie drgree of Gentlemen, that had a Thouſand Sheep aprict, 
ebe Fl whereaf they valued at a wiry much bightr rat 
#17 Goats. 

Though our E:g/i,man lived very handſomely 
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Native Countrey, and at length he obtained a Pro» ®. 


miſe from his King, That the firſt Engliſh Ship which 
came into the Road, (hould bave liberty to releaſe or purchaſe 
him 3 This very much rejoyced his heart, and now 
he thought every day a year, till he could: hear of, 
or ſee ſome Engliſh Ship arrive, and oft did he walk 
to the Sea ſide ro receive ſome comfort 3 which at 
length was obſerved by Zaga a Wizard, and thechief- 
eſt in 3 or 4 Kingdoms thereabout 3 They are per- 
ſons that the Natives give very much credit to, and 
on any difficult occaſion run to them for farisfaftion 3 
And though they have vaſt numbers of themin eve- 
ry place, yet this Jags was the moſt renowned a- 
mongſt them ; One day he comes to Wats, and asked 
him very civilly, why he fo often ſrequented that place,. 
who told him ; It was to fee 1f he could difcover any 
Engliſh Ship to come in there 3 But Wats being unac- 

uainted with his great fame, asked him, when he 

d believe there would one come in, Not that he was wil-- 
ling to give credit tro any of their Divinations, bur . 
ſuppoſing hereby to pleaſe him, and anſwer: his ex- 
Ar. 3 7aga immediately told him, That 1 5 days 
| on an. Engliſh Ship ſhould come into» that Road ;, He 
then askt him, whether that Ship (hould carry bim away 3; 
To which he anſwered very donbtfully, but told him, 
He (hould be offered to the Mafter of the Ship, and if they 
did-not agree, ſo that he were brought to (hore agains he. 
ſbould-not be ſold, but would: dye for grief.. 

Theſe 1 5 days ſeemed very tedious: to Wats, who- 
caſt many a look on the- Sea- with an aking heart 3: 
The 14th. day he went to the higheſt Hill therea-- 
bout, but could diſcover no Ship ; the next morn-.. 
Ing he went again 2 or-3 times, but ſaw none ; Abour 
2 or 3 hours after, ſome Moors came running, ard. 
told the King there was a Cane _ for ſo they 
alled our Ships 3 At which our Englihnman rejoycedt 
heartily, in hope-of releaſe, yet durſt not ſhew it for: 
fear: of! Puniſhment or Deathi'46#* rholght RePTivetl* 
totter now chant ith W-Tixſk Maſter; yot-HALferPeE 
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2s far worſe than the ſlaves in Tirhey, and their Di- 
©: worſe than Dogs meat 3 he had therefore cauſe 
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Cnough of inward joy.; The Ship came immediately 
In ; and Wats goes preſently to Faga, to knovw if it 
were an Engliſh Ship, who alſured him it was 3 Ir hap. 
pened to be the St. Malo's Merchant, Captain Royda 
Commander, who haſtned to diſpatch his buſineſs; 
took in his Negyoes, and was ready to fail, and our Ex- 
£libmin heard not a word what ſhould become of him, 
the King never offering to ſell him 3 This made him 
reſolve onan eſcape, ro which end he had prepared 
2 picce of Timber near the waterſide, on which he 
intended to paddle to the Ship, which then lay a- 
bour a League from the Shore 3 Juſt ashe was about 
to lanch his little floating board, he efpied a great 

igator, which will devour a man at a mouthful ; 
This made him alter his refolution, and : reſolve ra- 
ther to live with inhumane- Infidels, than to throw 
himſelf into ſo imminent a danger 3 The next day 
God Almighty opened the heart of the King to let 
rhe poor Engliſhnan go 3 He ſent him 1n a Cane pla- 
ced berwixt a Negro's Legs, with ſome others to guide 
this ſmall Veſlel, for fear he ſhould leap overboard, 
and ſwim to the Ship. -. | 

At a diſtance from the Ship he haled her in the 
Engliſh Tongue, which made. thoſe aboard much ad- 
mire 3 The Negrozs gave'him leave to ſtand up, and 
ſhew himſelf to the Captain, to whom he gave an 
account how four were left there, and he. only pre- 
ſerved ; It was ſome time before they could bargain; 
though the Captain was reſolved not to-leave him be- 
hind ; Several times the Negvoes padled away with 
their Canoe, reſolving not to part with him, but with 
promiſes and intreaties he perſwaded them back to 
the Ship again, and they delivered him on board for 
45 Copper and Iron Bars, che Copper being as big as 
a Youths little Finger, and the Iron ſomewhar. bigger, 
now were his Joys compleated, he could hardly per- 


fwade himſelf but it was a Dream or Viſjon, _ 
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he did not really ſee Englih faces again, nor imbrace 


Engliſh Bodies; It was ſome time before he could 
throw himſelf at the Captains feet, to acknowledge 
his infinite obligations to him; When he came on 
board, his Hair was very long, and his Skin tawny, 
having gone naked all the time he was- there, and 
frequently anointing himſelf with Palm Oyl, he look- 
ed like a Tawny Moor ; But the Seamen aboard, with 
Chriſtian Hearts ſoon apparelled him 3 The Maſter 
hoiſted Sail for the Barbadoes, where he was to ſtay 
ſome time, but Wats earneſtly defiring to ſee his Na- 
tive Countrey, got palſage in the Katherine of London, 
and by the Aſſiſtance of Heaven, 1n a few Weeks ſafe- 
ly arrived in the Downes, and was entertained by his 
Uncle, Mr. Richard Wats of Deal with great joy, who 
took this Relation from his own mouth. S:2 Deliue- 
ances. Pag. 73» | 

103. The unparalleld revolution in Portzgal in the 
ear 1641, is very worthy to be remembred, where- * 

y Philip the Second, King of Spain, loſt that whole 
Kingdom as it were in one day ; with almoſt all the 
Ilands, Forts and Provinces, thereunto belonging. 
To give a particular account of this great Tranſation, 
it will be neceſſary to look a little back upon the Ori- 
ginal cauſes, and occaſion thereof ; 

In the Year 1573. Sebaſtian Grandchild of King 
John the 3d. ind Sixteenth King of Portugal, Reign- 
ed in that Kingdom, being about 23 years old ; 
Scarce was he well ſetled in ms Throne, having Reign- 
ed not above a year an half, but Ambaſſadors from. 
Muly Mahamet; then turned out of his Kingdoms' of 
Feſſeand Morocco by his Uncle Abdemeleth, 1mplored 
his Aid in the recovery of his Kingdom, with pro- 
miſe, That if be would aſſift him to drive out Abdeme- 
lech, be would freely reſign to Sebaſtian, the Kingdom 
of Morocco , - and content bimſelf with that of Feſſe. 
Ambition of Glory and Dominion, makes Sebaftizn 
readily undertake the Enterprize, ſending to Philip 
of Spain for Aſſiſtance, who promiſes him ace 
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ſand men, bur failed, yer with the Forces that him- 
ſelf had levied. he reſolves couragioully to proceed ; 
To which by accident, juſt as he was going, he got 
ſome addition z For Stubely an Engliſhman, as he was 
going with a ſmall Fleer of Ships, and about Six 
Thouſand Italian Souldiers to afliſt the Irih Rebels 
againſt Queen Elizabeth, was by Tempeſt driven into 
Lisbon ; Whom King S:b24iaz with much 1ntreaty, 
-perſwades to defiſt from his intended deſign, and ac- 
company him into Barbary. 

Thus ſer forth. he arrives at T.z12izy with an Army 
of abour Thirry Thouſand men, where he meets Mzy- 
ly Mzhamit with a very (mall addition of Forces, and 
much leſs than he expeRted, yet he marches forward 
toward Abdemelech, who by Letters in vain; adviſed 
him to return in Peace; The 2 Armies meet in the 
Plains of Alcazar, where King Stb2ſtian 18 utterly de- 
feated, himſelf, Muly Mahimzet, Stubely, and ſeveral 
rome of quality ſlain ; Three Kings fell in this fteld, 
or Abdemelech was flain in the hotteſt of rhe fight ; 
This Barrel was fought in Avguft 1578, yet ſome have 
afhrmed that Sebaftizy was not (lain 1n this Battel, hut 
that for ſhame and forrow he returned not home, 
but wandring from one place to another, was at laſt 
diſcovered at Venice, and from thence by command of: 
the King of Spain, was carryed to Naples, where he 
was kept three dayes in a dark and di Dungeon, 
withour any ſuſtenance, but a Knife and an Halter, 
where. he miſerably dyed. Whether this were the 
true Sthaftian or not, was not certajaly known, bur, 
he was ſo like him, that the Spaniards -uſed to fay, if 
it were not he, it was the Devil. in bis likeneſs , But how- 
ever. he. being rhus loſt ro the. Portugals, Henry the 
Cardinal (third. Son to Emanual the. firſt, who was 
Grandfather to Sebaſtian.) ſucceeded 1n the Kingdom, 
but he being both by reaſon of. his Age, which was 


67 years, and his FunRion, being a- Churchman, de-- 
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bur all Chriſtendom, during the ſhort time of his 
Reign, who of right ought, and who probably might 
ſucceed King Hwmry 1n the Kingdom ; There were e- 
veral pretenders thereunto, but Catherine Datcheſs of 
Braganqa, and youngeſt Daughter to Don Edward, 
ſixth Son of Emanual aforementioned, had the cer- 
tain and undoubted Right 3 = Philip 2. King of 
Spain likewiſe made his claim, though contrary tothe 
Fundamental Laws of the Nation, which Philip knew 
very well ; but having Power and Might on his fide, 
he little regarded Rights and Titles, thinking them 
not ſtrong enough againſt the infallible Arguments of 
Souldiers, Arms and Money; and therefore no ſoon- 
er did the News of the death of King Henry arrive

Should 
obſerve all the Laws, Liberties, Privilcages, and Cuſtoms 
granted to the Peop/e by the former Kings of Portugal, 
2. That the Vice King or Governour ſhould be always the 
Son, Brother, Uncle, or Nejbew of the King, or elſe a 
Wative of Portugal. 3. That all the Chief Officers in 
Church or State (ould be beſlowed upon the Natives of Por- 
tugal, and not upon ſtrangers , Likewiſe the Governments 
of all Towns and Places. 4+ That all Countreys now be- 
longing to the Portugals ſhould ſo continue, to the Commo- 
dity and benefit of the Nation. $5. That the Portugal Na- 
tion (hould be admitted to a'l Offices in the Kings Houſe, as 
well xs the Spaniards. 6. T hat becauſe the King could 
not conveniently be atways in Portugal, he ſhould ſend the 
Prince to be bred up amongſt them. Theſe Articles were 
ſhut up, or concluded, with a Blefling upon ſuch 
Kings as ſhould obſerve and keep them, and a curſe 
on thoſe who ſhould break or violate them; And 
ſome Authors likewiſe affirm, that there was another 
clauſe added to rhem fignifying, That in caſe (which 
God forbid) the King which then was, or bis Succeſſors 
ſhould not obſtrve this Agreement ; or ſhould procure a Diſ- 
penſation for this Oath the Three Eſtates of the Kingdom 
might freely deny ſubjeftion, and obedience to the King, with- 
out being Guilty either of Perjury or Treg. 

Though theſe Articles were thus'\worn to, and the 
Cardinal Alberts — of a Son to the 
Emperor, and Nephew to the King of Spain, appoin- 
ted + of N ertagat » King Philip durſt not 
yet in Perſon leave the Kingdom, for he perceived by 
their Murmurs and viſible diſcontents, that their ſub- 
miſſion to him proceeded more out of Fear than 
Love; and that as he had in a moment gained that 


Kingdom, fo he ſhould as foon loſe it, 1f he gave 
em 


them but the leaſt opportunityz For that the e - 
were highly diſcontented, it did eafily appear by 
their Artentive liſtening after Old Prophecies, among 
which was one of an Old Hermit, who told Alphonſo 
the Firſt King of Portugal of the great Victory he ſhould 
obtain over the five Kings of the Moors, and That his 
Pofterity ſhowld reign bappuly Kings of Portugal, but that 
wu the ſixteenth Generation, his Line ſhould fail, bt that 
God at length (hould have mercy again upon them, and reſtore 
them. Others had regard to a Letter wnrtten by St. 
Bernard to the ſame King Alphonſo, ('the Original of 
which 15 reported to have been given to the Portugal 
Ambaſſador by Lew:s 13, King of Fraxcein 1641) the 
ſubſtance whereof was 3 That he rendred Thanks to him 
for the Lands befiowed upon him, and that in ce 
"thereof, God had declared unto him, that there ſhould not 
fail a Native of Portugal to fit upon the Throne, wnleſs for 
the greatneſs of their Sins, God would chaſtiſe them jor 4 
time, but that this time of Chaſtiſement not laſt abou 
threeſcore years 3 Other Propheſies there were of this 
Nature, and to this Effet, which put the People 1n 


hope of a Deliverance, and many flattered them- 


ſelves, that Don Sebaſtian was yet alive, and would 
come and deliver them; nay fo fooliſh were ſome of 
them rhat though they believed him flain at the Bat- 
tle of Alcazer in Barbary, yer they thought he ſhould 
_= again, and muirqculoufly come to Redeem 
em. 
But that which moſt of all expreſt the Peoples 
diſcontents , was what was publickly ſpoken by 
the Mouths of their Orators the Prieſts in thar 
Pulpits, who would ordinarily in their Sermons 
utter Speeches much to the prejudice of the 
Spaniards Title, and in Favour of the Dutchefs of 
Braganza, nor did they ſpare to do fo, even 1n the 
preſence of King Philip himſelf, who would therefore 
often ſay, That the Porruguez Clergy had madt the (harp- 
ſt War with bim ; Father Lewes Atvare a Jeſuit, preach- 
ing one day before the Spaniſh Vice-Roy _ his 
Xt, 
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Text, Surge, & attolle Grabatum tuum & ambula,Tabt uo 
thy Bed and walk ;and turning himſelf to the Vice-Roy, 
Sir.faid he, the meaning of this 1s, Ariſe, Fry up your 
pack, and be gone home ; But above all, rhe diſcontents 
mig t be obſerved 1n the Noblemens Chappels, eſpe- 

iatly 1n the Duke of Byaganza's, where they were 
uſed to fmp the Lamentations of Feremiah, applying all 
the ſcorn and reproach of the Tſrazlites to x L014 Aon 
as Aquam niſtram pecunia bibimus, We have drunken our 
water for money, &c. becauſe of the Exciſe laid upon 
Wine and other neceſſaries by the Spaniards ; And 
that other, Ser:i Dominati, &c. Servants have ruled over 
#s, &c, And, The Crown 1s fallen from our Heads ; Moſt 
commonly ending with this Prayer and Invocation, 
Recordare Domine, &c. Remember O Lord what is comit 
upon 145, conſider and behold our Reproach, Our Inheritance us 
turned to Strangers, and our Houſes to Aliens, &c. 

Yer did King Philip bear all theſe Aﬀronrs with an 
incomparable Patience, diſlembling with an Admira- 
ble Prudence his Paſſion ( if he had any ) for theſe 
diſcontents ; for he knew the only way to win this 
Nation to an Obedience and Compliance, muſt be 
mildneſs at firſt, whatever he intended to praQtice 
afterward, and that he had by his exaR keeping his 
Word and Oath, won much upon this People appears, 
in that during his whole Reign, and that of his Suc- 
ceſſor King Philip the third, who followed his Fa- 
thers Footſteps, though not with that Craft and Dif- 
ſimulation, they made no Attempts, nor were incli- 
nable to revolt, only ſome ſmall buſtles with Antows 
the Baſtard aforementioned. and one or two Counter- 
feit Sebaſtians, not worth mentioning, for they, as was 
ſa'd, keeping their words in moſt things, ( though 
they infringed ſome of their Priviledges) had almoſt 
brought the People to a willing Slavery; But King 
Philip the fourth commirting the whole charge of the 
Government to his Favourite Count Olivartz, who 
though without doubt an able Stareſman, yer would 
teem to have a way in Policy by himfſelf, neck 

| ) 
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body-clſe could underſtard the reaſons of and there- 
by loſt this whole Kingdom and all its Territories; 
For ſuch were the new rigorous ways which heuſed jn 
the Government of Cata'onia and Portugal, both Peo- 
ple very tender of their Priviledges, the leaſt breach 
of which, ſhould have been ſeconded by a potent 
Force to have ſuppreſſed them, in caſe they ſhould 
attempt an Infurre&tion 3 When inſtead of having 
ſuch Power in readineſs, the Catalonians had rather 
opportunity giventhem to Rebel, and ſpurs ro pro- 
yoke them thereto; For ſome Souldiers being ſcat- 
teringly quartered among them, but too few to curb 
them, they looked upon that as a greater Intrench- 
ment upon their Liberties than any before, and a de- 
ſign utterly to inflave them 3 wherefore —_—_ 
their Patience into Fury, they took Arms, Maſlacr 
the Souldiers, flew their Vice-Roy, and put them- 
ſelves under the French Prote&ion. 

This Revolt of the Catalonians was a Preſident to 
the Portugals, whe had extreamly ſuffered under the 
breach of their Priviledges, for contrary to the ſecond 
Article fworn to by King Philip che ſecond, That the 
Vict-Roy or Governour (ſhould be cither Son, Brother, Un- 
cle or Nephew to the King of Spain z The Infanta May- 
garita ds Mantouz who had no relation at all to the 
Kings of Spain, was made Governeſs, which they 
might and perhaps would have born, had they nor 
been incenſed by a more feeling injury in 1635, when 
a Tax of the fifth part of their Eſtates was impoſed 
upon all the SubjeRs of that Kingdom, an intolerable 
Greivance, and thought (0 inſufferable by the ' Sou- 
thern Parts of the Nation, that they roſe 1n Arms to 
oppoſe it, and had ſet the whole Kingdom in a Flame 
if it had not been quenched by the timely care and 
Induſtry of the Governeſs. Yet this ſmall ſtr gave 
an Item to the Court of Spain of the readineſs of the 
People to Revolt, which made Olivares endeavour by 
al ways tc cut off the means of their being able to do 
tz and that was to allure thence Jobn Duke of Bra- 
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£4nz4, whom the Portuguef looked upon as the Per. bo 
ſon who of Right ought to be their King, and the on-

Spainit ſelf; And indeed the Duke of Braganza was | 
one of the moſt Glorious Subjefts 1n Euroze, being 0 
allied to mioſt Kings in Chriſtezdome, which made the [© 
Kings of Spain, though they were Comperitors for the — 
Crown of Portugal, Treat this Family with more Hon- 
our than any other of his Grandees, receiving them 
with almoſt as much reſpett as if they were Soveraign 
Princes, which appeared in King Philip 2. who moſt 
of all defired to abaſe this Family, yet always when 
the Duke of Braganza came to viſit him, he would 
meet him in the middle of the Room, and not per- 
mitting him to kifs his hand, ſeat him with himſelf 
under the Canopy of Eſtate. 

To draw the Duke therefore ont of Portugal, Oli- 
vare; firſt politickly offered him the Government of 
Millain, a place of great Truſt and Honour ; but he 
modeſtly refuſed it, as not in a Condition at that 
preſent to undertake ſo great a Command, and indeed 
expreſſing an unwillingneſs togo our of the Kingdom, 
which made the King of Spain and the Count more 
willing to draw him from thence, and-to this end it 
was diſcourſed ; That the King hinſelf was reſolved to g0 
in Perſon to reduce the revolted Catalomans, and that there- 
fore all the Nobility (hould be in yeadine|, in four months tim! 
to attend His Mayeſly in that Expedition ; Burt the Duke 
of Braganza being ſuſpicious of the Spaniards, becauſe 
he knew himſelf fuſpeRted by them, and hkely (> to 
-be, whilſt the Portugurſt ſo much affefted him, to al- 
ſure himſelf of the ones love, and if poſhible to pre- 
vent theothers ſuſpition, retires himſ{clf ro his Coun- 
trey Houſe at VillaVicirſa, and there follows his ſports 
of Hunting, &c. not at all regarding matters of State, 
withal ſending an Excuſe ro Count O0livarex, _ - 
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Aﬀairs were at preſent in ſo low and mean a Condition, that 
he could not appear to attend Ris Majefly in that Pomp 
and Splendour which became a Perſon of bis Quality, and 
that therefore he ſhould do His Majeſty move ſervice in laying 
at home when the other Nobles were abroad, than he could poſ- 
ſibly do by attending him; This Plot thus failing, made 
the Court of Spain more ſuſpicious of the Duke than 
ever before; Count Olivare, therefore reſolves to 
employ his utmoſt Art of Difſumulation to intrap him, 
and that by ſuch means as in reaſon might make the 
Duke Ambitious of the Throne 3 though it appeared 
0livarey truſted the Duke, only becauſe the Duke 
ſhould truſt him. 

In anſwer to the Duke of Braganza's Letter of Ex- 
cuſe, The Count aſſures him, That His Majeſty was very 
well ſatisfied with the reaſons of his not attending bim to 
Catalonia, being very ſenſible of his good inclinations to his 
ſovice That for his own part be was very ſorry bis Affairs 
were in ſuch a low Condition, and could not but commiſerats 
his Intereſt as his own ,, That His Majiſly to let him bnow 
how great confidence he repoſted in bis Fidelity, bad appointed 
nm General of the Militia of the Kingdom, and had for his 
preſent ſupply ſent him Threeſcore Thouſand Crowns, leaving 
it to hzs Choice to reſide in what place near Lisbon be __ 
This ſtrange Confidence repoſed in the Duke by the 
King of Spain much amazed the greateſt Politicians, 
who thoughtitreaſonable that the Spaniard ſhould have 
permitted the Duke ſtill to have kept retired in the 
Countrey, rather than to have given him ſuch a Com- 
mand, and called him to Lisbon into the continual 
view of the People, who looking on him as the Heir 
of that Houſe, which had been ever repreſented to 
have the only Right to the Crown, might eaſily be in- 
famed with a defire to have a King of their own 3 
And theſe things the Princ-.: of Mantoua was very ſen- 
ſible of, and therefore continually ſolicited the Kin 
to know his Reaſon, or to deſire him to remove thoſe 
abparent opportunit.cs which he had given the Duke 
of Braganza, to effet a Revolt; But ſhe not only we” | 
CE1V 
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ceived intricate and doubrful anſwers from the King 
and Olivayez ; bur had likewiſe the former ARtons 
ſeconded with one, which made her think the King 
of Spain had a mind to toſs the Kingdom of Portugal 
into Duke Bragana's hands whether he would or no; 
For on a ſudden without any notice given her, all 
the Spaniſh Garriſon in St. Johns Caſtle which com- 
manded the City of Lishon, and indeed upon the 
ſtrength of which the whole ſafery and ſecurit 
of the Kingdom depended, were ſuddenly drawn fort 
and the Caſtle left to the diſpoſal of the Duke. 

But this was the laſt AR of Count Olivarez confi- Þ” 
dence in the Duke, for by truſting him ſo much, he 
now thought that he could not on the contrary but re- 
poſe confidence in him,and therefore next Summer in 
1640. he again by Letters ſollicites him to leave Poyr- 
tugal, and come to Madrid, aſſuring him, That bis Ca- 
tholick Majeſly gave bim many > was and greatly ay- 
plauded bis Loya'ty in the exerciſe of the Office of General, 
and was very ſenſible of the good effefts which bis Authori- 
ty had wrought on the Portugals 3 He next repreſented to 
bim, the preſent declining condition of the Spamſh Monar- 
chy, nat only by reaſon of the diſwaers in Flanders and 
Italy, and the prepavations of the Turks, bt more efpeci- 
ally, becauſe their moſt Potent Enemies the French, wer: 
now in Aſſiſtance of the revolted Catalonians entred Spain ; 
That it highly concrraed His Catholich Majeſty to drict 
them out of his Territories, which could not be done with- 
out a very powerful Force. That ht being on? of the Prime 
Grandes of the Kingdom, might by his preſence in the heas

to leſſen the ill humours which began now to appear, 
yet thereby they did bur the more inflame thoſe dif. 
contents, which were taken at Vaſzonſello's managing 
all Aﬀairs of State 3 For though Margarita of Mas 
toua was a Princeſs of great Judgment and Know. 
ledge in State Afﬀairs, yet ſhe was too much over-ru- 
led by Vaſconſellss's Secretary of State, whoſe Govern- 
ment was inſufferable to the Portugues, who hated as 
much his obſcure birth, as his evil cuſtoms, being a 
man Compoſed of Pride, Cruelty and Covetouſneſs, 
knowing no moderation bur jn excefles ; Small faults 
were by him made Capital Crimes, uſing all ſeverity 
to thoſe whom he did but ſuſpe& to be diflatisfied 
with kis Government, and exerciſing with all rigour 
the Spaniſh Inquiſition, puniſhed not only the ations, 
but the very thoughts oft men 3 The infringing the 
greateſt priviledges of the Portuga! Nation ſeeming 
to him but a Trifle ; which continued oppreſlions, 
in the end ſo exaſperated the whole people, that in- 
by the knowledge of their own ſtrength, 
by the many diſtraftions of the Spaniſh Nation, by 
the late example of the Catalonians, and ſtirred up

Certainly this s 
an evident Token that *tis tizz Alnighty hand of God; Yer 
theſe I ſay, were but the leaſt demonſtrations of that 
Cities Love and [oy ; For to great was the Concourſe 
of "thoie that cronded to fee the'r New King, that 
rhough. His Majefty entred into L:sbon by noon, 
tie could not through the throng arrive at his Palace 
till two Hours after Sun-ſet 3 Curiofiry and Love, 
which uſually have the Force to ſtir up all Aﬀetions, 
made this People Flock fo faſt to the fight of their 
Prince, and even thoſe who hated the Houſe of Bra- 
gara, did accommodate themſelves to the General 
Joy} His Majeſty being arrived at the Pallace, m ſtead 
of repoſing himſelf, fell preſently ro conſultation for 
preſerving the Kingdom. he had thus ſuddenly gotten, 
and the ſeveral Governours were commanded to their 
Countreys to Levy Forces, who liſted the Inhabirants 
from the Age of cighteen tofixty, in whom they found 
ſuch a ready willingneſs, that many offered their E- 
Nates and their Lives, and would follow the Colours, 
though they had Liberty to depart; On the 25 of the 
ſame Month, followed the Coronation of His Majeſty, 
which was accompanied with all thoſe Applauſes and 
Demonſtrations of Joy, that could proceed from a 
People of infinite Riches, who weary of the Command 
of Strangers were — ambitious of a King of 
their own- Nation 3 It was performed with all manner 
of Grandeur and Magnificence, the following __ 

as 
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being adminiſtred to the Kirfp by the Archbiſhops of 
Liſbon and Braga 3 We ſwear and promiſe by the Grace of. 
God, to Rule and Govern you well and juſtly, and to ad- 
miniſter Juſtice as far as humane ſrailty will permit, to 
maintain unto you yeur Cuſtoms, Priviledges, and Liber- 
ties granted unto you by the King's own Predeceſſors ; So 
belp us God, and this bis Holy Geſpel. This Oath being 
adminiſtred, the 3 Eſtates of the Clergy, Nobility 
and Commons took the following Oath of Allegiance 
to His Majeſty, one for every one of the Eſtates, pro- 
nouncing theſe words : I ſwear vy this Holy Goſpel of 
God, touching corporatly with my hand, That I recieve for 
our King and Lawful Soveraign, the High and Mighty 
King Don John the Fourth our Soviraign, and do homage 
to bim according to the uſe and cuſloms of bis Kingdoms. 
Theſe, and the other Ceremonies being ended, 
the Ring accompanied with all his Nobles, returned 
from the Theatre, where the Coronation was per- 
formed, to the Pallac2, where notwithſtanding it was 
a very great rain, all the Grandees went barcheaded ; 
There was a ſumptuous banquet prepared, bur his Ma- * 
jefty gave himſelf wholly to conſule of preparations 
for the War, and to ſhew the magnanimity of his 
mind, he only diſplaced two Offcers ; That - of the 
Proveditore of the Cuſtom-Hoſe, becauſe he was Bro- 
ther in Law to the Secretary Vaſconſel/os lately deſer- 
vedly lain, and that of the Count of Caſtanliz, who 
was Prefident of the Tribunal or Court of Conſcience, 
becauſe he was too much intercſted with the King of 
Spain 3 As for the Infanta Margarita late Vice-Queen, 
and the Marqueſs Della Pu!/2, Kinſman to Oltvarer, 
the Caſtle called Paſos dz Angiobregas was aſhgned 
them, - with Fourteen Thouſand Crowns a year for 
maintenance in that honourable Priſon. Shortly af- 
ter L«-ianow Queen of Portugal, with her Son Prince 
Theodnſio arrived at Liſh,nz who were recieved with 
all imaginable exprefiions of Joy,. the Q. being ſoo 
after ſolemnly Crowned, and the Prince 1nſtalled,

Bur let us a little recolle&t, how theſe Aftions were 
reſented in the Spaniſh Court ! Moſt mens minds there, 
vere ſtruck with Conſternation, but Count Olivaris 
came ſmiling tothe King, ſaving, Sir, I pray give me, 
las Albricias, (or a Reward) to bandſel the good News, 
for now you are more ory King of Portugal thay ever, 
fer the perple have forfeited all their priviledges by this Re- 
beliimr, beſides the Eſtate of the Dube of Braganza, with 
a!l bis Complices, are yours by right of Confiſcation, ſo that 
vou bave enough to ditribute among your Loyal Subjefts, by 
way of reward; But however Olivarex ſeemed to dit- 
{{mble his Paſſion, ' it was believed that this News 
ſtruck d-eper into him than any. The King of Sp.ir 
upon the firſt News cf the Proclamation of K. 7obn, 
tent a Letcer to him to this purpoſe 3 Coxen and Dube, 
Some od News are brought me lately, which I eſteem but 
jolly, conſidering the procf I have had of the fidelity of your 
Hine, eve me Advertiſement accordingly, becauſe I ought 
to expect jt from you, and hazard not the eſteem I make 
ef your ſelf, ro the fury of a mutinous rabble, but let your 
wiſdoin comport you ſo, that your Perſon may eſcape the dan- 
ger; My Council will adviſe you ſurthir ; So God guard 
You, 

Your Cozen and King. 

To this Letter His Majeſtyof Pygrtugal returned An- 
fiver ; My Coen; My Kingdom defrring its Natural King, 
and my Subjets being oppreſſed with Taxes, and New In- 
poſitions, have executed without Oppoſition that which they 
bad often deſigned, by giving me poſſe/ſzon of a Kingdom 
which appertains to me, whereſore if any will go about to 
tbe it from me, I will ſeek Tuſſice in my Arms, God pre- 
ſerv? your Majeſty,. 

Don John, the 4th. King of Portugal, 

And now King 7ohn to ſhew that the good of his 
Subje&ts was his only care, called an Aſſembly of the 3 
Eſtates of the Kingdom, who being convened, and 
the King ſeated in his Royal Throne, the. Biſhop of 
Elvas made a. Speech to them to the following pur- 


poſe. That one of the firſt Laws of Nature was the uni- 
ting 
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ting men together, from whence Cities and Kingdoms bad 
their Original, and by which they after defended themſelves 
in War, and maintained themſilues in Peace, That for this 
cauſe His Majefly had called this Aſſembly, to conſult for 
the better ſervice of God, defence in War, and Government 
in Peace; That there could be no ſervice of God without 
Union in Religion, no defence without Union amimgſt men, 
no regular Government without Union of Councils, That 
His Majeſty did expeft to be informed by his Loyal: Siub- 
jeifs what was for the good of the State; That they were 
to render thanks to the Almighty, who had givin them'« 
King that would govern them by bnown Laws ;\ That His 
Majeſty did not efteem thoſg Tributes lawful which were-paid 
with Tears 3 and therefore did from that preſent tabe off 
from his Subjefts all Taxes that had been impoſed by the 
Kings of Spain, becauſe His Majeſly was not willing to 
Riign over their goods, nor over their hzads, nor over their 
Priviledges, but over their hearts, hoping that they would' 
find out a ſweet expedient to defend” their Countyy againſt 
their Potent Enemy, who threatned to make them all ſlaves; 
and to deſtroy, and annibilate their Nation 3 That they 
would therefore conſidering his Majeſties goodneſs, and theiv 
own Honour, manifeſt at once to the world, that as never 
Subjefts had ſuch a gracious King, ſo never King had ſuch 
Loyal Subjefts. 

The Biſhop having ended his Speech; the moſt ati- 
eient Officer of the Chamber of Liſbon ſtood up, and 
in the name of all the 3 Eſtates, who ſtood up: like- 
wiſe, returned humble thanks to His Majeſty for this 
gracious bounty, heartily profeſſing, That they 4id not 
only offer up their Goods, but. their Lives ty His Majiſties 
ſervice, earneſtly intreating bim to diſpoſe of bath as he pita» 
jed ; And to manifeſt that their Hearts and Mouths agreed 
in this = offer of themſelves to His Majeſly, they preſent- 
ly voted, that two Millions ſhould be immediately raiſed by 
this Kingdom ; But the King wiſcly and politicxly de- 
clined the impoſing a Tax on his Subjects, choofing: 
rather to accept of their Benevolence 3 which made 
every one ſtrive who m—__ ofter moſt, ſo that ſeq 
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of the Two Millions, there was in ſhort time brought 
3nto the Treaſury Four Millions of Gold ; Nor was 
this Money intended by them, nor 1mployed to any 
other uſe, then ro maintain the Grandeza, and Splen- 
dor of the K. and Kingdom, there being no need of 
Money for the payment of Souldiers, every one of- 
fering to ſerve freely, and at their own charge, 
againſt their vowed enemies the Spaniards. 

. Thus was this Kingdom utterly loſt to the Spaniſh 
Monarchy ; King A!phonſo the 6th. (lately removed 
from. the Government) and his Brother . Don Pedy, 
now Rejgning, and likewiſe Her Majeſty of England, 
'Q. Katherine, being the Sons and Daughter of this 
K. Fon, in which Family the Government is like 
ſtill ro continue, and never to revert back to the 
Spaniard, who loſt at this time not only Portugal, but 
with it all they enjoyed by that Kingdom in the Eaf- 
Indies, the Tirceva Iflands, and other Iſlands in the 
Atlantich Sea, the Kingdom of Algarve Brazile, with 
all they had in Africa, except the Town of Ceuts 
- which was the whole that remained to the Spanih 
Nation of all thoſe great Dominions. Hiſt. Portugal, 
Pag.

104. The remarkable revolutioris in the Empire of 
Chinz, and the entire Conqueſt thereof by the” Tar- 
tars happened in the fame year 16403 As if ſome fa- 
ral nGtace had inchned moſt Nations to changes 
2nd diſtractions at that time. It cannot therefore be 
uſpicaant to 2ive a brief account thereof 3 The In- 
habitants of Chinz enjoyed all rhe pleaſures of peace 
under the Government of -therr laſt Emperour, who 
was the moſt ab{clute Monarch that ever ruled thoſe 
vaſt Territories ; when in the year” 1640, a year fa- 
.tal to ſevcral States, thoſe Clouds began to gather, 
which ſhortly after produced ſuch a ſtorm as ruined 
the whole Empirt ; The name of the preſent Empe- 
rour was Zunchin, a decertful, and unfortunate name, 
for in the Chineſe Language, it ſignifies ſucceſsful omen, 
or Soutraign.- Dominion, but how falſe a progncieg 
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this was appeared quickly ;' This Emperor was of a 
moſt evi  , _ tiſpoſition,” and certainly 
lis Subjets, who enjoy'd great Plenty, and all the ad- 
yantages of Peace,lived A happy under fo Excellent 
a Prince; But it 15 not ſufficient for a Prince to be 
Good, and to govern mildly and peaceably, unleſs he 
likewiſe takes care not to have 11] Officers, who make 
nſe of their Credit under him,to gratifie their Private 
Paflions, and to extend their Ambition beyond all 
Bounds and Limits 3; yet ſome Authors have branded 
him for Covetouſneſs, and that after a great Famine 
which happened inthe Northern Provinces,occafioned 
by an unheard of number of Locuſts, he impoſed up- 
on his Subjeats as high Taxes, as they paid formerly 
fruitful flouriſhing mes, the former Money being alt 
miſpent, and the Souldiers not paid; Whereupon the 
number of the Murtineers daily increaſed,;who enriched 
themſelves by Plunder and Rapine. . For as Sendo ire 
his Hiſtory of Chingintimates, Rebellion is the uſual Effect 

Extortion and Tyranny, ay where the Prince would* 

ave more from the People than they are able to give, And 
therefore Theopampus ( ſaith he ) King of the Lacede-- 
momans, when his wife told-him, that becauſe he bad eaſid. 
the People of many Taxes, he would leave his Sort a-poorer- 

Kingdom, than be received from his Father 5 anſwered,, 
Relinguo ſed' Diuturnins; that is, I ſhall leave him a. more 
laſting Kingdom, Happy had it been for Zwunchin' Em- 
peror of China had he been of Theopompres his Mind, 

But (faith my Author) though I find himcharged: 
with Covetouſneſs, yet I am not very apt to ſuſpe&t: 
him.ſo guilty of that Vice, as of another uſually more: 
fatal to Princes, which is a facile Nature, cafie ro- be 
wrought upon by others, and too inclinable to favour: + 
and indulge themſelves, and. not willing to- undergon 
the weight of Affairs ; From whence it was,that thougha 
under the Reign of his Brother Thierking, whor pre-- 
ceded him ir+ the Imperial Throge, Zumchin ſ0-oppoſ-- 
ed his Darling Favourite. the Eunuch Gxci, and; all 
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with his brother to baniſh them all his Court, to the 
great Satisfa&tion of the whole Empire, and when his 
Brother dying without Iflue the Imperial Crown fell ro 
him, at his firſt raking poſſeflion thereof, he ſo per- 
ſecuted the Eunuchs who by abuſe of their Authority 
under his Brother had made themſelves abhorred by 
the whole Nation, that Gui in deſpair poyſoned him- 
ſelf ; yer at laſt this very Emperor ſuffered himſelf, 
by the crafty 1nfinuation of ſome about him, contra- 
ry to his own Judgment, to be prevailed with to recal 
thoſe infolent Extortioners, and moſt imprudently 
made his incenſed Enemies, his reconciled Confidents, 
And intruſts them with the ſole Management of 
all Aﬀairs, who now conceal their Malice againſt him, 
but forgot not to Study revenge 3 and being backed 
with his Authority, by their Extortion they grind the 
face of the People, enrich themſelves, render their 
Maſter odious to his SubjeRs, endeavour by all Arts 
to defraud him, keep back his Souldiers pay and Pro- 
vifion,thereby to occaſion Mutinies 3 hold correſpon- 
dence with the Rebels, not acquaint him with the dan- 
ger that Threatned both him and his Empire, and at 
taſt admit the whole Army of the Traytors jnto the 
very Walls of the City Peking, the ſad Conſequences 
whereof we ſhall find hereafter. 

It was in the year 1640 when two Rebels at the 
ſame time revolred againſt therr Lawful Soveraign,one 
of them was called Ly, or Licungz, the other Cham or

of the Einperorof China, and Perſons of no Confidera- 
tion. either by their Quality or Birth, yet they both 
equally aſpired to the Supream Dominion 3 And hav- 
1ngdrawn tothem great numbers of the choiceſt Soul- 


.diers in the Empire, they began to make incurſions 


tpon the Northern Provinces which border upon Tar- 
t:ry; The Empyerour in the mean time did nor take 
ſutHcient care to ſtifle' this Revolt 3 In all likelyhood 
the Complaints and Informations of thoſe 

crs who guarded the Fronticrs never entred the _ 
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ſo far as to reach the Emperors Ears ; The Miniſters of 
State, and Officers of the Court ſtopped the Pall 
having already fold rhe Empire and their Maſter, 
abuſing his mild Diſpoſition 3 The ſaying of Diocleſs- 
ax 15 but too True, That though a Prince be Good, Pru- 
dent, Obſervant, Careful, and Vigilant, yet be cannot pre- 
vent Treachery, if thoſe who ave in imployment under Him, 
& who ought to ſerve and adviſe bim Faithfully,do contravi- 
wiſe combine togtther to ſurprize him, and mabe ill uſe of his 
Authority ;, Either the Ability and Fidelity of the Counſellors 
muſt ſtrike a Terror into Rebels,or they will ſoon mabe them- 
ſetves a Terror both to the Prince,and His Counſellors. The 
two Cheifs of this Rebellion took ſuch advantage b 
this Pernicious Negligence , that thoſe Counſels whic 
If at firſt executed would with great faciliry have put 
an end to theſe Troubles, became now both unfit, and 
impoflibleto be put in Execution ; In a ſhortrime they 
gained themſelves the Renown of Great and moſt Va- 
hant Commanders, and by this advantage they quick- 
ly had Forces enough, not only to defend themſelves, 
bur-ro inlarge their Conqueſts, their Confederates in« 
creating daily ſo thatby force of Arms they made them- 
ſelves Maſters of Five Provinces. * 

The Rebel Cham went to eſtabliſh himſelf in that 
Province which of the five was the moſt remote from 
the Emperors Court, and rook upon him the Title of 
King, with full Reſolution to extend his Conqueſts to 


; the Neighbouring Provinces z The other Rebel called 


Ly, having, as it appeared, framed to himſelf greater 
deſigns, a oorkel ncwee the Court, and had alrea- 
dy in his Imagination conquered the whole Empire 
But judging from the advantage he had received from 
Cham's Confederacy with him ar the beginning, how 
great an obſtacle ſo powerful a Competitor might be 
to him 1n proceſs of time,he did in all like make 


him away.cither by ſecret Treachery oropen Violence, 
ſome Hiſtorians ing he was cut off by a Party ſent 
apainſt him by Ly, or Lincangz, who having now no 
Competitor-that could aſpire to the Soverainty, began 


ro 
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to noiſe abroad his vaſt Projedts, and ſettled himſelf 
in the Capital City of the Province Xenſi, called Sin- 
ganſuſe; He cauſed himſelf to be crowned.and took up. 
on him the Title of Emp. of China, kept an Imperial 
Court, and afted like a Soveraign Prince, threatning 
in a ſhort time to make himſelf Maſter of the Emperors 
Court,and to join Pequin which 15 the Chief, to the five 
other Provinces ; It is not certainty known what was 
the firſt riſ6 of theſe 2 Uſurpers, only it is famed that 
they were both Generals in the Emperour of China'sAr- 
mes, who perceiving themſelves, nor Souldiers to be 
neither regarded, .nor recompenced for their Services, 
butto be 11! uſed by che Miniſters of State, they re- 
volted againſt.cheir King, and conſpired together to 
be their own Pay-maſters; reſolving to make the Gran» 

dees of the Court underſtand, That thoſe who ſerve their 

Prince in bis Armies are without Compariſon better capacita« 

ted to ſerve or diſſerue the State, than thoſe whoſe ſole Imploy- 

ment it is by their Court Artifices to ingratiate themſelves 

with their Prince : They began at firſt with Complaints, 

and from Complaints they came to Arms, and having 

once began the Trechery, they thought themſelyes 
engaged moſt vigorouſly to proſecute 1t. 

: Whilſt the Flame of Rebellion,and Civil War,which 
every day increaſed, threatned the whole Empire of 
China with a General Ruin and Revolution the Tartar 
did moſt attentively and vigilantly watch for ſome pre- 
text to enter into ſome or all the Provinces, yet he 
would imbrace none but what was honourable, nt 
ſolemnly ſworn Peace with the Royal Fanuly of China; 
and therefore he could not reſolve with himſelf as great 
an. Idolater as he was, to violate that Oath which he 
had taken in the preſence of his IdG6ls 3 A great Ex- 
ample to thoſe, who boaſt of the True Religion; and 
yet ſwear and promiſe without regarding the perform- 
ance either of their Oaths or Promiſes 3 Finally the 
Tartar judged very truly, that if he joined his Forces 
withany oneof the 2 Parties, he ſhould 'in a ſhort time 


make himſelf Umpire and: Maſter of one or both ; he 
therefore 
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therefore joined with neither, bur keptan Army under 
ſtri& diſcipline on theFrontiers,hoping for ſome favou- 
rableOpportunity of pafling intoChina withour fallifying 
his Faith; which he defired to keep inviolable;z Zyin 
the mean time reſolved to ſecure the whole Empire to 
himſelf,” though it could not be done without datheulry 
fince the Chinefes have ſuch a tender and paſhonate 
Love to their Soveraigns, that-they ſeem rather ro I- 
dolize than love them, and the preſent Prince was no 
le Beloved than any of his Anceſtors, which the Ty- 
rant being ſenſible of, for his own ſecurity took care to 
pay, his Souldiers, and reſolved with all poſſible ſpeed 
to Compleat the entire Invaſion of the whole Empire; 
Bur firſt he thought fit to acquaint his moſt lid 
Commanders and his greateſt Confidents, with -his 
Reſolutions, which he &d in theſe Terms ; . 
My Friends, (aid he, the Lot is caſt, we muſt now either 
gain all or loſe all , we cannot hereafter be'greater- Rebels 
than ws art already, therefore let ys difpatch with all exp:- 


» dition the Conqueſt of the other Ten Provinces of China, now 


that we have made $ Provinces feel the power of our Swords, 
But moſt aſſuredly when we ſhall bave ſubdued the r:ft, none 
will be ſo audacious and raſh to call us Rebels and Uſunpers; 
Rebels if Vittorious ceaſe to be Rebels, and become the Right 
and Lawful Lords and Maſters ; Whas thereſage now 114 
mains, but that I either make my ſelf the Soveraign- march 
of China, or loſe my Life in theſe Feilds, and there become 2 
Prey to Birds of the Air, and Beafls of the Feild ; there is 
nothing in all this fþacious Empire can gratifie me, but either 
a Throne or a Grave,' and I will advance my feif to ſuch 4 
pitch of Grandeur, - that, if T jafty ;i$1 ſhall be with ſuch a 
Gate ſball ſhiver the whole fraqmeof Gourrnment, and bury 
the whole Empire under my Ruinges' Thus Ly ſpoke to his 
Followers, that were intirely devoted to him;who find- 
ing their Reſolution, he ſpeedily entred upon a moſt 
bold and hazardous Defign,but of high importance for 
the ſudden accompliſhing hig Prerenfions, which was 
to-godirettly againſt the very Perſon of the Emp. and 
with all his Forces to aſſault the Imperial Court, and 

| Capital 
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Capital City of the Empite, fully determining toſtrike 
off the Emperars head, and to ou the Crown on his 
own ; By this eminent exploit he knew he ſhould poſ- 
ſeſs himſelf of the Kings Treaſure, which would highly 
ſtrengthen his Party, and beſides cut off all Power 
from any of the Royal Famnly to raiſe any Forces, or 
to head any who ſhould yet have any ſparks of Loyalty 
1n their 'Breaſt. To execute this Grand Attempt, he 
muſt make himſelf Maſter of the Great City of Pequin, 
where all the Court refided ; But he could not hope 
todo this by open Force, and- therefore reſolves to do 
it by Stratagem, -and (& to ſurprize the Town, that 
the Thunderclap ſhould be felt before the noiſe was 
heard. By this ſudden ſurprize, he would not leave 
the Emp. time to prepare either for his defence or 
flight ; Otherwiſe it would have been very difficult for 
£y with all his Force he could have raiſed, to have fo 
ſuddenly reduced this Great City ; For beſide the vaſt 
Extent of Pequin, it was very well fortified, and in 
rime of Peace was guarded with 30000 of the Emp, 
beſt Souldiers; The Imperial Palace alone 1s above 2 
Miles round, and defended with 2 or 3 Walls, Ditches 
and Bulwarks, which are all diſtin& from each other 
and very ſtrongly guarded. Ly forefaw all theſe dif- 
ficulties,” and therefore he had already by Preſentsand 
fair Promiſes bribed ſeveral of the Grandees of the 
Court and Council, whereby he found it not difficult 
tro engage them in his Intereſts. A ſtrange thing, that 
when there was not one Perſon of the common people 
eitherin City or Court who could be drawn into this 
Treaſon; yer ſeveral of the Magiftrates and Officers of 
the Court made themhves a deteſtable Example, by 
entring into a confpiraty againſt the State, and the 
Perſon of their Prince 3 The chief of the conſpirators 
were the Eunuchs of the Imperial Palace,who were then 
very potent, and- conſiderable in the Court, and upon 
whoſe Fidelity the Emperor of China much preſumed, 
entruſting them with the Guard of his Perſon and the 
Government of the State, Sis 
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The Tyrant Ly having thus laid his treaſonable de- 
ſign, he ſent into the imperial City cf Pequin ſeveral 
of his Truſty , and moſt valiant Commanders, dif- 
wſcd like Merchants, with inſtru&ions to keep open 
p, and to ſell ſeveral Rich Merchandizes; Theſe 
counterfeit Merchants were never ſuſpected to be great 
Commanders , and their Apprentices and Servants 
choice Souldiers 3 But it concerned them to mind 
their Trade, for upon that depended the purchaſe 
of the greateſt Empire in the world, which was put 
to ale by thoſe who were moſt of all obliged ro pre- 
ſerve and defend it ; When the bargain was thus made 
and earneſt mutually given, thoſe in the City and 
Court, who kept Intelligence with the Tyrant, failed 
not upon ſeveral pretences to lefſen the Guards, and 
to weaken as much as poſlible the ſtrength of the. 
place 3 And on a ſudden Ly appeared, and found the 
Gates of the Town open, and his men viRorious in 
the Conqueſt of this great City 3 . the Inhabitants 
being ſo aſtoniſhed , that before they could reſiſt, 


they found themſelves under the power of their enie- 
mies z The Emperor Zunchin did not perceive the de- 
plorable condition of his State till it was paſt remedy, 
for now he knew that the rage of his enemies would 
not only take from him by violence his Empire and 
Crown, buthislife alſo; and then too late percieved 
the deſign of thoſe ill Counſellors, who adviſed him 
not to raiſe Forces, nor ſend Money nor Recruits 
to thoſe Commanders, who guarded the Frontiers ; 
He now poor Prince. ſaw himſelf beſieged in his 
own Pallace, and was fully convinced he was betray- 
ed, and therefore thought of —_— but to deparr 
out of this life by a death worthy of his Dignity and 
Courage ; His deſperate condition made him feeling- 
ly refle&, how much in him was to be pitryed, the 
too facile and eafie natures and diſpoſition of Prin- 
ces, which is uſually attended with fad difaſters both:

During the time of this refiſtance, the Em- 
perour conſidered how ſpecdily ro diſpoſe both of 
his Royal Family and Perſon, which was inthe moſt 
Tragical! manner that ever Hittories related ; He had 
but one only Daughter, very young, which till now 
had been the hopc and defire .of the Empire, his on- 
ly Son dying before this direful diſaſter 3 The Em- |, 
pon cut her Throat with his'own hands, and at]. 

er own ſupplication , that the might nor ſee her 

Honourand Illuſtrious Rank become a- ſhameful Prey 
toa Tyrant and Traytor, who had nothing great and |, 
eminent in hym; but his Treafon and Rebellion againſt 
his Lawful Soveraign 3 After this horrid Execution, 
the Emperour with his hands, yet reeking with the 
blood of his Daughter, went into the Garden of the 
Pallace, accompanied with his Lawful Spouſe, . the 
, Empreſs, for whom he had forſaken fix other Wives 
who had each of them the Title of Queen, 3o others 
who were the moſt jlluſtrrious Ladies of the Empire, 
and 3000 others of lefler Qualiry ; Some of their 
faithful ſervants underſtanding their cruel intentions, 
filled the Air in prochiming their griefs, ſome cry- 
ed, My Lord and my Huſband, others, My King and 
my Mafler, and ſome my Father, every one accent- 
ing their ſorrow 1n a tone ſuitable to their part 1n this 
ſcene of ſorrow. 

The heart of-this unfortunate Prince was penetra- 
ted with ſo great affiiftion, that it could adnurt of no 
Conſolation, and only comforted himſelf that he 
ſhould preſerve the Honour of his Empreſs, being al- 
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together unconcerned for his other Queens, and nu- 
merous Wives 3 Some few Courtiers, who among fo 
many -Traytors remained faithful to him, attended 
vith a doleful filence upon the Emperour and Em- 
pres, who could neither ſpeak a word, nor ſhed a 
tear, ſorrow had taken ſuch entire+poſleſſion of their 
hearts,  Zimchin was a young Prince, endowed with 
all the qualities that might render. him amiable to his 
Pcorie; His Royal Spouſe the Empreſs loved him 
with tender an afſ&ion, that to teſtifie the fince- 
rity of her Paſſion to him, ſhe reſolved to dye either 
with or before him 3 The Prince being very penſrve, 
and ſollicitous how to prevent greater diſgraces, went 
together with thoſe who accompanied him towards 
a httle Grove, at the entrance of which he ſtopped, 
and then the Empreſs gueſling at his deſign, approach- 
cd to him, and giving him her laſt embraces, ſhe part- 
ed from that perſon which was the deareſt to her of 
all things upon Earth, with all the grief and ſorrow 
that Humane Nature is capable of, and then ſhe en- 
tred all alone into the Grove, and with a Cord hang- 
ed her ſelf upon one of the Trees 3 A dreadful ſpec- 
tacle which might make ever. thoſe who were more 
ſenſlefs than the Trees, lament fo direful a death of 
ſo great an Empreſs. Preſently after, the Emperour 
went and placed himſclf near his Wife, whom he 
ſlaw hanging upon a Tree, having finiſhed her Life 
by a death as violent as that which he had inflited 
upon his Daughter 3 Then poor Prince he asked a lie- 
tle Wine of one of the Lords which attended him, 
not that he was a lover of Wine, bur on the contra- 
ry, was the moſt ſober, and moderate in his plea- 
ſures of all the Princes which ever governed the Em- 
Ire; And was fo chaſt roward women that he never 
requented his Seraglio, which made his Subjetts call 
him the Chaſt Princ:; It was not therefore for the 
love of Wine, but a little to revive and refreſh his 
Spirits ; And doubtleſs he had need of great courage 


to pur in Execution what he defigned ; When the 
PE Wine 
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Wine was preſented to him he fipped a little of it, 
and then biting with violence one of his Fingers , 
and ſqueczing out his blood, he writ therewith theſe 
following words, | 
The Mandorins (or Emnuchs) are all Villains ; they 
bave perfidiouſly betrayed their Prince, they all deſerve to be 
banged, and it will be a laudable Aft of Juſtice, to extcute 
this Sentence upoi: them 5, It 7s fit they [hould all ſuffer death, 
that thereby they might inſirutt thoſe who ſucceed them to 
ſerve their Prince more Loyally;, As for the People they are 
not Criminal, and deſery? not to be puniſhed, and therefore 
eq uſe them ill, will be injuſtice; I have loft my Kingdoms 
which I recieved in inheritance from my Anceſtors; In me 
z finiſhed the Royal Linz, which ſo many Kings my Pro- 
genitors continued down to me, with all the Grandeur, and 
Fame ſuitable to their Majeftich Dignity, I will therefore 
far ever cloſe my eyes, that I may not ſee this Empire deſcen- 
ded to me, this ruined and ruled by a Tyrant; I will e» 
ad deprive my ſelf of that Life for which I can never ſuf- 
fer my ſelf to be indebted to the baſeſt and vileft of my Sub- 
jefts 3 Thave not the confidence to appear before them, who 
being born Subjefts are become my Enemies and Traytors ; 
It is fit the Prince ſhowld dye, ſince bis whole State is now 
expiring 3 And bow can T endure to live, baving ſeen the 
laſs and deſtruftion of that which was dearer to me than

The Prince, after-he had thus writ what his juſt 
prief diftated to him, he untied his Hair , and co- 
vering his face, preſently with his own hands he hang- 
ed himſelf upon a Tree, near. to that on which the 
Empreſs remained ſtrangled ; This was the Tragical 
Cataſtrophe of this unfortunate Monarch. The Empe- 
rour of China remained thus hanging on a Tree, the 
Prince who was the Idol of his people, at the very

Potent Emperour of the great Empire of China is

preſs upon another near him ; What a weighty load 
did the trunks of theſe trees ſupport ? But of what.

ous Grandeur 1s, which in ſofew moments paſſes from 
the height of the felicities of this Life to an Abyſs of 
miſery 3 This unhappy Monarch finiſhed his Reign at 
the Ape of 32 years; He dyed very ſoon, but it was 
his misfortune he dyed no ſooner 3 For whatever 
King or Emperour he be who reckons his years which 
have been expoſed to ſuch direful Tragedies, cannot 
be ſaid to have lived ſuch a number of years, but to 
have undergone a far greater number of muſeries ard 
calamiries, | 

The Report of the Emperours death being ſoon 
ſpread over the City, thoſe Leyal Subjets, who had 
hitherro reſiſted, abandoned their reſolution 3 So 
that Ly preſently became Maſter both of the City and 
Court, taking up his quarters in the Imperial Pallace, 
where he ſaw hymielf poſſeſſed of all the prodigious 
treaſures of that vaſt State, and was ſoon after Crown- 
ed in the Court at Pequin, and Proclaimed Soveraign 
Emperour of China, yet he enjoyed his trayterous 
uſurparion a very ſhort time, for the Tartars reckon- 
ing all Obligations. of the former League of peace, 
made void by the death of Zunchin, and all the Roy- 
al . Family, Soon after invaded the Empire of China, 
and made an abſolute- conqueſt thereat, forcing the 
Tyrant Ly to fly, and kide himſelf in the Northern 
parts of the Kingdom, who has not ſince been heard 
of; Neither did the treacherous Eunuchs eſcape ven- 
geance, for they were in a little while moſt of them 
deſtroyed and cut off by the Tartars.
